^■^ 3 * disting\iished by no very striking events. It owei its chief impoi'tanca 
politically to a remarkable aceentnation of the seditious tendeueies wbiclj have 
arisen among certain classes of the community from misohievoua theories and 
pgr verted aspirations. But though the leaven of “ unrest ” was working in 
Bombay, as in the rest of India, and though signs were not wanting of the 
necessity for strong measures to avert trouble in the future, there was not, 
within the period covered by this report, any serious disturbance of the public 
peace. Administratively the year was noteworthy tor a number of measures 
^f reorganization, particularly in the Police, Ahikdri and Registration Depart¬ 
ments; but still more for the pro miss of wider and more funlamental reform 
contained in the Government of India’s scheme of Advisory Councils and in 
the appointment of the Deoentralization Oommission. 

The outstanding features of the season were an abnormal concentration 
r of the monsoon rainfall, resulting in serious damage to tho kharif crops 
throughout the greater part of the Prasidenoy; a partial or total failure of the 
rabi rains almost everywhere; and a very poor inundntiou in Sind. In the 
Presidency, except in the Konkan and parts of the Karnatic, the outturn, 
of the principal food-grains was seldom much above and frequently nyich 
below half that of a normal year. There was a contraotion of 7 lakhs of 
acres in the area under cultivation, and conditions would have been still 
worse had not; the good supply of water in the oanais and tanks permitted a 
large extension of the irrigated area. In Sind the harvests were uniformly 
medikicre, and the area cropped diminished by no less than 16 per cent.—a 
fact which demonstrates the vital importance of the engineering projects 
now in course of preparation for raising the water of a poor inundation the 
few feet necessary to supply the canals. Pro'^pects were for a time so gloomy 
,that there appeared to be a danger of actual famiue in the worst affected tracts 
' of Gujarat and the Deooan and in some of the Native States. Happily, 
however, the position proved to he less serious than was anticipated. Liberal 
remissions and suspensions of land revenue left all but the poorest agriculturists 
with enough for present neo ls. Tbe extraordinarily high prices of food-grains, 
while they bore hardly on the non-agi’ioultnrist, were a source of profit to all 
who had produce for disposal. Tliose who had no other resource found^he 
means of relief ready to hand in the brink demand for labour. lutbe mills 
and factories of the industrial centres, in mines and quarries, on Government 
' and railway works, or in tho fields, there was ample employment at -wages 
' which equalled or even exceeded the high stan lard reached last year. Thus, 
except in oncf locality, the ijast of the Panch Mahals, there was no necessity to 
' undertake relief measures, and the general coniitions prevailing were fat^ 

- removed from those characteristic of famine. There was no marked movement 
of the popu’tation beyond the usual seasonal emigration to the labour .oeatres. 
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"^yiiere w^s no sign, except in some oil flie Natire States in Grujarat, of the 
^cffease in crime •which is tlfe usual conQomitant of scarcity. spite of ^ery 
heavy mortality from plague, there a decided fall the Jeath-rate; and^ 
a general improvement the public health is indicated by the deoyeased 
mortality from all other principal diseases ^nd the diminished population of 
<,he hiospitals. For the remarkable increase in the consumption of liquor ^nd 
drugs and in expenditure on luxuries iaclioated by the Excise and Tra(Je 
returns tkere was a special reason; the approach of a Sinhvast yeap on tailed 
an extraordinary number of marriages, and, good season er bad, money is 
always forthcoming for a marriage ceremony. Still it is safe to assume that the 
lavish expenditure on festivities denoted at least a general freedom from the 
pressure of severe poverty. Oa the whole it may he said that, ^^Thile^ho 
improvement noticeable last year iuthe condition of the cultivating classes 
with a temporary check, there was no appreciable retrogression^; and thw'^' 
considering the character of the season, a very severe epidemic of plague,*, and 
the general prevalence of cattle-disease in the Presidency, was as satisfactory 
a result as" could have been hoped for. 


If the year was inauspicious from the cultivator’s point of view, oommorei- 
-ally it was characterised by phenomenal prosperity both in the Presidency and 
Sind. The foreign trade of Bombay showed a further very substantial im¬ 
provement, imports forging ahead by 6 f erores and exports by over 3^ovores ii^ 
spite of the famine prevailing in the United Provinces, while the foreign tradCT^ 
Karachi showed an advance of 3| erores on the record figures of 1906- 1 907. 
The expansion was shared by all the principal coustifcaents of the import trade j 
and though part of the increase was due to high prices, the very fact that the 
rise in prices has not been able to restrict the volume of trade attests the ^ 
healthy and prosperous condition of the country. The heavy imports of Itaw~^ 
Materials, Machinery and Railway Plant, Chemicals and Oils are a striking indi« 
cation of industrial progress, while the large increases in articles of luxury and 
^ comfort point as clearly to general economic improvement. It is also jaote- ^ 
woT'thy that the re-exports of foreign goods, which had been latterly checked 
by the opening of direct communication between Europe and Eastern 
countries, have been steadily gaining ground, and the volume of this yeai’, for 
Bombay, was the largest of the quinquennial period. The coasting trade •of 
the Presidency improved in value by 65 erores ; the land trade by over 7 erores; 
and the coasting and land trade of Sind showed less marked but still consider¬ 
able increases. Erom the industrial point of view the principal feature of the 
year was a further large increase in tho “number of cotton mills and factories-* 
especially in Abmedabad. There was an extraordinary advance of nearly 20 % 
million pounds in the production of woven goods, and though the total output 
of yarn fell heavily owing to the reduced demand for export to China there* 
was an increase of over 7 million pounds in the spinning of the higher countg. 
Large shipments of Indian yarns found their way to European markets and* 
now that certain local mills have established a reputation for good delivery 
there is every prospect of an extensive trade being established with Europe, 

The financial position was, naturally, largely affected fiy tlie oiroumslfi,noes • 
indicated above. There was a large falling off in the receipts of land 
revenue as the result of the bad agricultural season, and a large advance in, 
tlie customs receipts as the result of commercial prosperity. Other oulstanding 
features were the notable expansion of the Exois^ and Opium revenue and the * 
, contraction of the salt revenue by 42 lakhs owing to the reduction of dntji, 
The gross revenue showed a small increase of lakhs.

3 ., His Excellency Lord Lamington left Bombay by the His Esceiiencv 

“ Eufferin ” on the 2nd April 1907, and after visiting Perim on the 8th arrived movemen^ts.^^*^ 
at Mokhalla on the 10th. His Excellency was received hy His Highness the 
Sultan and witnessed a parade of native troops. On the I2th His Excellency 
^ived £ft Socotra, and received an official visit from His Highness the Sultan. 

'^^Teft Socotra on the following day, and after visiting Shugra, arrived at 
Aden on the 16th, and received an address of welcome from the citizens. On 
the, 17th His Excellency visited Shaikh Othman m route to Ldhej, where 
he stayed as the guest of His Highness the SuUan, returning to Aden on 
*^the ISth. On the 19th the Hospital and other public institutions in Aden 
^were visited. His Excellency arrived in Bombay on the 25th and pro- 
ceededto Mahiibleshwar the same day. Leaving Mahahleshwar on the 3rd 
June Lord Lamington arrived at Jalgaon on the 4th, and was presented with 
^ an address by the municipality, after which he visited the Anglo-Vernacular 
School and laid the foundation stone of the new Lamington Town Hall and Native 
General Library. The mills, the Mehrun Tank, and the Pevenue Offices and 
Police Lines were also inspected. In the evening His Excellency proceeded to 
Hhusaval, where he received a municipal address and inspected the Bail way 
■Worksjiops, leaving at night for Hatmur Camp which was I’eached on the 
5 th. After visiting Ellora and Daulatabad on the 10th and 11th His Excellency 
returned to Poona on the 11th. On the 18th July His Excellency visited 
l^ombay, sreturning to Ganeshkhiud the next morning. On the 27th after 
^^relinquishing the office cf Governor, Lord Lamington took his departure 
for England. The Acting Governor,-the Honourable Mr. J. W. P. Muir Mao-

On the 27th His ExcellencSy visited various institutions in'the town and opened thb 
TalukcUri School. His^xcellency left Godbra on the 28th for Ahmedabad 
Kaira. On his arrival he was presented wifti a municipal address at the R^lway • 
Station. On the 29th the foundation stone of the Ranchhodlal OhhotalaFTechni* * 
cal Soh(jol was laid, and on the 30th visits were paid to the mills and other pla’oes 
of interest. His Excellency left Ahmedabad on the 3ist and was the guest* of• 
His Highness the Gdekwar of Baroda till the Srd February, when he returned 
to Bombay. On the 19th March Sir George Clarke left for Kolhapur. Cere* 
monial visits were exchanged on the 20th, and on the 21at Hig^E±oellency;_ 
unveiled the statue bust of Her Majesty the late Queen Empress, add at^Srnhsd 
the marriageceremony of the daughter of His Highness the Mahdr^'ah. Ha*j^ur 
waa^ visited on the 22nd and Panhala on the 23rd. On the 24th March His 
Excellency returned to Bombay.

An improvement was noticeable during November (eases 19,731 deaths 14,693)* 
and it continued during December (oases 7,215 deaths 5,395) and January 
(oases 5,268 deaths 3,776). The figures again rose in Febrnary (oases 6,32a 
deaths 4,o76) and March (cases 7,980 deaths 6,124). In the followiuo- (two 
months plague declined as usual, vis. in April (cases 6,260 deaths 6,034) aud 
in May (oases 2,540 deaths 2,129). „ 


In Bombay City the disease was prevalent throughout the year, but avas 
at its worst during March (cases 1,660 deaths 1,472), April (oases 2,064 deatlts 
1,839) and May (cases 1,075 deaths 962). In Karachi also plague was prevalenf^ 
throughout the year becoming epidemic from March to May. There were 2 71.5 
cases and 2,640 deaths compared with 2,737 cases and 3,525 deaths in the prel 
ceding year. *

Aden remained free from plague during the year. * • 

The districts and agencies most severely affected were Ahmedabad 'Kaira 
Cdtara, Belgaum,- Kathiawdr and Kolhapur and Southern Manltha Country 
States. Plague occurred to a less extent in every other district and Political* 
Agency except Upper Sind Frontier, Thar and Pdrkar, Khairpiir and Janiira* 
which remained almost free from the disease. *, 

The incidence of the disease among Europeans was as follows •_

On* the lines of the successful operations carried out in Bombay City^ 
esfjerimenjal campaigns against rats were ordered :to he undertaken in the 
rplague infected centres of Poona, Belgaum, Safcara and Ahmedabad. Measures 
, for the prevention of the access of rats on board the vessels bound for foreign 

ports and for their destruction continued in the ports of Bombay and Karachi.

^10 ^Sollectors werQ asked to consider, in consultation with the 
municipalities in the case of municipal areas, the question of arrangements for 
fasjiliCating evacuation in seriously affected areas and Government promised to 
consicter requests for assistance in this connection. An advance of Ks. 3(^000 
for the construction of health camp huts was granted to the Poona City 
Municipality, who* were permitted to charge any rent they found to be suitable 
for the occupation of the huts, it being understood that they would repay 
Government so far as the receipts admitted. Grants were also placed at the 
disposal of the Collectors of Satara, Belgaum, Bijapur and East Khandesh for 
the purpose of facilitating and encouraging evacuation, Partial evacuation 
V^as resotfcacl to in Bombay and Karachi and in the infected areas in the follow- 
in^districta :—> 

Alimeclabad, Kaira, Surat, West Khdndesh, Poona, Satara, Batnaghi, 

• Belgaum, Bharwdi', Bijapur and Kanara, 

^ Government gave all reasonable support and encouragement to inocula- 
idon. A special staff of inoculators, including a lady inoculator, was placed under 
the orders of the Sanitary Commissioner, and Government were pre^^ared to add 
freely to the staff whenever the service of additional inoculators would be 
utilized. In order to popularize this measure, a scheme of granting money • 
^ rewards to low paid Government servants was continued with a view to offer 
inducement to the inoculation of their wives and children. A. brief pamphlet 
on the results of inoculation was drawn up, translated into the vernaculars, and 
froisly distributed. Por the purpose of facilitating inoculation in the mofussil 
instructions were issued by the Surgeon General with the Goreniment of 
Bomb^i.y willi a view to the training of Hospital Assistants for inoculation work. 

A grant of Es. 10,140 was placed at the disposal of the Surgeon General for 
supplying dispensaries with inoculation outfit. Grants were placed at the 
^disposal of the Collectors of Belgaum, Satara, East Khlndeah and Bijapur 
districts for encouraging inoculation in their districts. 

In connection with the outbreaks of plague at Panebgani and Mahablesh- 
Tyar during the year, Government offered the following inducements to the 
pSojfie t(^ undergo antiplague inoculation :— 

Payment to all persons submitting to inoculation of a sum of annaa 4 
per diem for two days to cover the cost of food during this period of 
^ inoculation. 

“Payment to the accredited heir of any inoculated person, whoso 
maximum income does not exceed Rs. 15 par mensem, of a sum of Rs, lOQ 
(one"hundred) if the deceased be the working head of a family and Rs. 30 in 
any other case, provided^death be certified to be due to plague and occur 
■within one year from the date of inoculation.” ^ , 

„ The Collectors of Satara and Kaira were asked to apply the insurance 
^ohem© referred to above to selected villages in their districts. 
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• l)he Editors "bf Native Papers in 4;li^ Bombay City andr Pre^dency P;cpp0r, 
the Chief Medical Officers^ of Native sCates aad the MomJjora of’the Millov^nera’ • 
ABsociation were inviteq^by His Excellency the Governor to the Parel Jjabora- 
tory with a view to acquaint them with ^he process of manufacturing anti- 
plague serum and with the experience hitherto gained with regard^ to the ^ 
effects of inooulation.

Grants were placed at the disposal of the Collectors of Satdra and • 
Kaira for carrying on experiments for the demonstration separately of tlie value 
of inoculation, evacuation and rat-ldlling measures in certain selected villages 
of their districts. Special Medical Officers were appointed in the Belgaum, 
Surat, Thana and Satdra Districts with a view to localize the permanent centres 
or plague in those districts and to adopt special measures to limit iufeetiqp. 

Messages of symyiathy were received from His Majesty the King-hlmperor 
and His Excellency the Viceroy expressing deep sympathy for the sulferin^s o& 
the Indian subjects from the ravages of plague, and the Collectors were requested * 
to have the translations thereof widely distributed, posted in village ohavdie 
and read out to the people in their districts. A proclamation cxplainine 
t 0 bost^ measures {viz. evacuation, rat-destruction and inoculation) fnr 
imimshmg the disastrous mortality and suffering caused by plague was 
translated into the vernacular, and the Collectors were asked to give it the widest *

It is certain that this loss ft preyentible* It ia possible to save tens of 
thcmsands of lives; but no measures that Government can take will suflBoe * 
without the co-operation of the people themselves. 

A heavy weight of responsibility thus rests upon all who direct the 
newspapers which circulate amongst the masses. Their influence, if 
employed in telling the truth to the people, can be the means of saving 
many lives and of preventing widespread suffering, 

, I ask you to give me your confidence and to trust the conclusions to 
^hich I hare been led after studying^the plague question ia England and 
since my arrival in India, • 

There can be no doubt that improved sanitation will tend to ^mitigate 
this scourge. It has proved efiective in Europe where the plague is now 
unable to take root ; but it requires long years and it cannot help us in our 
present emergency. 

There remain three measures in regard to which I have arrived at the 
follpwing definite conclusions :— 

(1) Evacuation is useful in some cases, and the more wealthy 
classes escape danger because it is easy for them to move from infected 
areas. They are able to take care of themselves and our duty lies 
towards the poor, Eor them evaoiiation may entail inconvenience, 
pecuniary loss, or actual suffering especially in cold or wot weather* 

In cases where evacuation may be useful, Government will help the 
peojple to provide shelter. In the case of large cities, evacuation, may . 
be quite impracticable, and we cannot look to this measure to free the 
Presidency from plague. * 

(2) Hat-destruction if it could be completely carried out would 
certainly stop the spread of the disease ; but the Government is powerless 
to do the work without interfering with the homes of the peo[)le. The 
success of this method depends upon the people themselves and if they 

^ are unwilling to destroy rats we must respect their feelings. 

(3) Inoculation has been tried in many parts of India and in 
Australia. It has already saved thousands of lives, I have seen the 
manufacture of the fluid which is now so carefully conducted that 
contamination seems impossible. If applied before the individual has 
become infected^ it is the greatest safeguard known to science, and the 
protection lasts through the plague‘Season. ,Many people hare been 
inoculated several times without any bad effects, aud excex)t a little 

•brief difccomfort not greater than may he caused by vaccination, there ‘ 

• is nothing to fear. If all the people in infected areas would, bo 
inoculated, the* plague would quickly disappear throughout tjje 
• Presidency. If the people will consent to it, the terrible loss of life 
which lies before us would bo prevented. Of all possible measures, 
inoculation is the easiest to carry out and the most certain and the 
•quickest in results. 

I app&al to you to .spread this knowledge among the people and to 
co-eporate wnth me in an earnest effort to save them from suffering and • 
death. The urgency is great, and the influence of the Pres^j cannot be 
• ijsed for a nobler object.'^

In the Native States almost eveiything depends upon the sea^pu. Onljj; 
Kathiawar, Cutch, Cambay and Janjira haVe any considerable trade, ?md- 
industries are insignilioant or non-existenk This year the rainfall, though 
generally sufficient in quantity, was untimely and ill-distributed. Either mon¬ 
soon or winter crops suffered practically everywhere, and though there was *no 
distress which called for exceptional measures of relief, the process of reeiipera- s, 
tiou after the lean years was in some degree retarded. The effect of unfavour^-^ 
able conditions is a[)prirent in reduced recoveries on account of Goveniinent 
loans in Kathiawar and in the diminished revenues of the Palanpur and Itcwa 
Kilntha Status and the Satfca Jaghirs. On the whole, however, the g^L’oimcI 
gained last year was well maintained and the majority of the States can })oint 
even to expanded revenues and aii improved financial position. Thero was rather 
less outlay on public works, but expenditure on medical relief and education 
continued to increase. In a few cases, as in some of the Kathiawar States md 
Janjira, the increased cost of education was in contrast to a falling off in 
the number of scholars. Speaking generally, ho'Wever, the rise in expefidituro 
was commensurate with a satisfactory increase both in the number of schools 
and in the attendance. The vital statistics show an almost universal vise in 
tha birtb-rate, which seems to indicate an improvement in public health and 
general wellare, though, as usual, defective registration robs tho figures pf' 
much of their value. That the death-rate in many cases shows ah increase ‘ 
also was almost entirely the effect of plague, which was more widespread ar^d 
more fatal than last year. Kolhapur returns a death-rate as high as 53 per 
mille. The crime returns disclose no remarkable variation. Considering the*^ 
character of the season, the slight increase in petty crime noticeable in the 
Ghjarat States was only to be expected. A riot at Ahwa in the Dangs, engi¬ 
neered by a son of one of the Rajahs, was the only serious disturbance of*^ 
the imblio peace. Except in the case of Cutoh, where an increase in the '■ 
value of the exports did not compensate for a rather heavy decline in ther 
import trade, the States on the sea-board shared fully in the general expansion 
of commerce. The improvement was particularly marked in Kiithiawar, whose 
sea-borne trade increased’in value by over a crore. The establishment tha ' * 
first Spinning and Weaving Mill in Cambay is a gratifying sign of the opening „ 
,up of new. avenues of activity. < ' f

^determination of village boundaries* The various office establishments were 
empl^ed as usual in the preparation of survey records and miscellaneous 
se1?blement and correction work. Revision settlement rates wore introduced in 
theJ0[alol Mahdl of the Northern Division and in il villages of the Central 
Diviaian; and settlement proposals were submitted for 158 villages inwall. 

^ Revised irrigational settlements were introduced into 6 talukaa in Sind. r 

,7. The usuardasaes were held for the training of Circle Inspectors and 
Village Accountants in survey work and 70 of the former and 1,181 of fhe 
latter passed the survey examination. In the case of Village Accountants these 
figures show a substantial improvement upon last year. In the Presidency the 
Eeoord-of-Rights work was completed in 13 talukaa and 4 mahals, and 
fifewly oalnaionoed in 13 td.lukaSj while in Sind the Record was finally written 
up in 4, promulgated in 9 and in progress in 5 talukas. Some progress was 
made with the experiment of measuring and demarcating subdivisions of 
survey numbers by the agency of survey-trained kulkarnis. 

8. The net increase in occupied area amounted to 32,970 acres. Almost Occupied area. 
" ^whole of this was contributed by the East and "West Ehandesh Districts of 

Central Division, where the apparent increase is largely due to the fact that 
extensive areas of ciilturable waste lands in the Satpuras were not included 
in last year's returns owing to a dispute as to their apportionment between 
' ^different talukas. The increases in the Northern and Southern Divisions ai^ 
very slight. Sind shows a deorease of 6,000 acres owing to the low inundation. 

9. There were 134 minors* estates under the management of OolleotoL'i. 

Th® Talukdari Settlement Officer had 4i)l estates under his charge. The 
x^nfavourable season last year was followed by a worse this year and only 46 
per oerA. of the total revenue was realised, while it was necessary to make 
Rberal grants of taktlvi. In the case of 21 of the more hopelessly incumbered 
estates the balance of the Government loan debt was reduced owing to famine 
concessions aanotioned during the year. Purtber progress was made with the 
dt^jbt settlement of minors’ estates. In a majority of cases the’ original liabili- 

* ties have been substantially reduced. The difficulties in the way of the new 
system of leasing estates to outsiders are being surmounted, and 11 estates were 
so k^ased during the year.

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V* • ^hiO total streugtlf of the Police force of the Pussiclei^cyj inclugjve of 

* the Folic\ employed on Railways . 0 l^Ld in Sind, is slightly Ifelow that df last’’ 
year, in spite of addi^onal appointments to the superior grades ui^der the.-* 
reorganisation scheme. The conduct of thg force, measured by the number of 

• punishments, shows some improvement. On the other hand, the standard of^ 
education, low as it is, is practically stationary. The shooting of the Armed 
Police, •as a whole, is steadily improving, but cannot yet be described ^as 
satisfactory. It is regrettable that those measures of, ref of m in respect of the 
conditions of service in the lower ranks which in accordance with the recofn- 
mendation of the Police Oommission have already been introduced at consider-r. 
able expense have not, in their present form^ tended to an increase in eflBmenoy 
among the rank and die. The general deterioration suggested by the 
returns, as well as the increasing number of resignations, and the difficulty ev^wy. 
whefre experienced in obtaining suitable recruits, are attributed to inadequate 
pay, the unpopularity of the increment system, and dissatisfaction on the part of 
the men "with their prospects of advancement. Turning to tile figures of crime, 
there was a noteworthy decrease in the number of offences, both real and reported, 
due partly to the favourable season, but partly also to more accurate registration, 
better supervision over bad characters, and increased activity generally under 
the preventive sections of the law. It is satisfactory that the number of excluded 
cases—complaints which turned out on investigation to be untrue or mictaken-?- 
still further declined. Unsatisfactory features in the year’s statistics are an^u- 
crease in the amount of property stolen and a smaller proportion of recoveries; 
an increase in the number of pending cases, in spite of the decline in cases for 
disposal; and a larger percentage of failures in the detection of true crime* 

It is however satisfactory to note that in respect of these statistics the Bombay ^ 
City Police showed good results. % 


12 . There were 175 inmates in the male and 8 in the female workhouse. 
Employment was found for 87 of the former and 2 of the latter. The average 

was Rs. 319-1-3 for a male and Us. 14-5-7 for a female* 

13, The figures of mortality from wild animals and snakes among human 
beings show a alight increase over last year. The largest number of deaths 
from wild animals occurred in Nasik (17) and Kanara (16), and in both districts 
man-eating panthers were largely responsible. Ratnagiri accounted for 21 per 
cent., and Hyderabad and Thana each for 10 per cent.? of the deaths from 
snake-hite. The number of cattle killed decreased somewhat. Eighty per cent, 
of the casualties occurred in Sind and 74 per cent, were due to wolvea, Th« 
amount paid in rewards was less than last year, but the number of wild animals^ 
killed rose from 744 to 821. 


14. Though the number of offlenoes reported and brought to trial is less, . 
the number of persons involved is larger than last year. The variations, h(jW“ 
ever, are not important enough to call for comment. There was an increase iii 
crimes of petty violence reported, but as usual the ratio of convictions in 
sii!Dh oases was exceedingly small, only 7 per cent, in cases of hurt, and 6 per 
cent, in oases of criminal intimidation. Serious offences, except theft,'' show^ 
a decrease on the whole. The number of murders fell from 274 to 262. Crime , 
was most prevalent in the great cities—Bombay, Ahmedabad, Karachi, and 
Poona heading the table of comparative oriminality in the order given. * Turning"' 
to the punishments inflicted, the percentage of norpinal fines and short sentences " 
of imprisonment is lower than last year. Pines of Rs. 10 and under still form, "" 
lioweyer, 92 per cent, of the total number.

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freqjugiitly* Iji tlie*majority of cases ik w-aa inflicted for theft, and *in lien* eSj" 

• otliet punishmelit. In jury trials the veifect was not approved in ^ cases, or , 
over 10 per cent ,; and^in cases tried with assessoi^ tile Judge di4ered from all 

^ the assessors in 182 cases, or 14 per-cent. 

^ 15. The total jail population decreased by over 5-^ per cent., but in spite 

of*»this some of the jails were still considerably overcrowded* This was especially 
the case id Sind,-—chiefly owing to the free use made of Chapter VIJI of the 
Criminal Procedure Code—and it was necessary to transfer a large number of 
prisoners to the Presidency proper. The number of juvenile offenders showed 

• a very decrease of 60 per cent. Prison offences decreased in projjortion 
to reduction in jail population, but there was an increase in the number 
of corporal punishments inflicted, mainly owing to the unruly conduct of 
tte Sindi prisoners at Ahmedabad. Pull use continued to be made of the 
remission mark system, and even better results are expected from the aimpiified 
rules lately issued by the Government of India. There was a small decrease in 
th^ average cost of maintenance, due to easier rates for food-grains, but it is still 
far in excess of the figures for 1905 and previous years, The heavy decline in 
the profits of convict labour is more apparent than real, for large stocks of 

• manufactured goods and raw materials remained on hand at the end of the year. 

The health of the prisoners was on the whole satisfactory. 

c 16.* 'The Civil Court returns once more illustrate the effect of the Deccan Civil Jasticei 
Agriculturists’ Pelief Act in restricting the number of original suits, while adding 
to the number of appeals. Money-lenders show a tendency to avoid application 
to*tlie Courts, and the investigation into the history of transactions which ifc 
entails. On the other hand, there is a disposition to question the rulings of 
Subordinate Judges on the provisions of a new Act. In spite of a 5 per cent. 

*^fi.ecrease in the number of suits instituted, the aggregate value shows an 
increase of nearly E.s. 50 lakhs, the average value having risen from Es. 267 to 
Es, 321. The lengthy procedure involved by the Deccan Agriculturists’ Eelief « 

Act led to a further decrease in the number of oases decided. There w^^s, 
however, a marked fall in the average duration of both contested and unconteated 
suits. The number of applications for execution of decrees has diminished by 
oy^r 16 per cent, in the last two years, but the proportion of futile applications 
is as large as ever. This year again, in 66 per cent, of the cases, the creditor 
•obtair^d no satisfaction at all. 


17. In spite of the decline in the total number of applications for Execution of 
^execution of decrees, there was a small increase in the number of decrees civU cf^arts^y 
transferred to Collectors for disposal. The rate of disposal shows only a very ^en^tment. 
^ight improvement and can hardly be called satisfactory, though much of the 

delay has been caused by famine and scarcity. Creditors and debtors were 
everywhere, except in Sind, more ready to come to terms this year than last. 

The value of decrees settled by mutual agreement rose by 11 per cent, and the 
remissions given by creditors by 14 per cent. The prices realised by the sale 
are higher than those of last year in proportion to the assessment, in all parts 
of the Presidency except the Central Division.

18, The total number of registrations shows an increase of nearly five Hegist^atiou 
per cent., and is the highest figure reached so far. The increase is largely due 

^'to the extension to the Presidency proper of Act VI of 1904, making mortgage- 
^ deeds affecting property valued at less than Es. 100 compulsorily registrable—■ 
since the number of optional registrations is still on the decrease. Sale-deeds 
continue to increase at the expense of mortgages, a fact attributed to the * 
impression prevalent among money-lenders, that the Deccan Agricul^urista* 

Eelief Act renders ifc unsafe to lend money on mortgages. The working 
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Eegi^tratioa^Departmeiat showed a surplus of oyer 3^ lakhs. The re¬ 
organisation scheme, wMch finally cai^e'into operation on thelst Noyember' , ‘ 
"'1907, effects a’^much needed reform *l)y raising the'^tati'O of Stih-registrara andy ^ 
their clerks. Various proposals for popularising and simplifying registration, ^ 
sanctioned during the year, were the outcome of a definite policy which aims 
at the co-ordination of the Land Record and the Registration Record, as means

Begistration 19- The average number of registrations in the'four districts in which 

Village Registration system is in force is steadily rising. This is due to ’ " 
“ increases in the number of sale-deeds and mortgages, with and without possession.. 

It is rather surprising that the number of leases has not increased in propo^ion*' 
to the increase in sale-deeds, hut the Record of Rights makes it clear that, wl>ere 
written leases are used, there is a tendency to make the duration two years "aad' 
more,,, in which case the documents are registered under Act III of 1877. •'The 
working of the system entails a heavy financial loss^ and proposals have,bean 
mooted for abohsliing Village Registration offices altogether, increasing tjie; 
number of Sub-registry offices in their stead.

whereas the increased expenditure was mainly due to extraordinary andmonh 
recurring items, the increase in receipts was [very largely in stable sources of* 
income, the result of the general expansion of the city and the rise in the rateable 
value of properties. The permanent increase in revenue is estimated to exceed 
the,.permanent increase in expenditure by no less than three Idkhs. There was 
a substan tial improvement in the public health.

23, The improved condition of the urban population, resulting from Distriob 
commercial and industrial activity, enabled the District MunicipaUties to regain 
a good deal of the ground lost last year. A substantial increase in the receipts 
from mun^ipal rates and taxes, which is noticeable everywhere but in the 
Southern Division, was largely due to arrear collections; but also, partly, to 
the expansion of the trading centres, and, partly, to the fact that many munici¬ 
palities are finding it necessary to enhance taxation in order to cops with 
the gvqwing demands upon the revenue. Except in Sind, there was a general 
improvement in octroi receipts owing to the greater volume of trade. The 
increased funds available were devoted, in th^ Northern and Southern Divisions, 
mainly to sanitary and general improvements and education, and, in Sind, 
nlainly to expenditure on loan account. A decrease of half a lakh in the 
expenditure in the Central Division was due to normal fluctuations and does 
^not call for comment. The accounts of most municipalities in the Presidency 
were audited by the Accountant Genoral^s Depart neat daring the year^ In 
three instauoea serious irr igukrities were detected. Though faction continued 
to hamper the transaction of public lousiness in a considerable number of cases, • 
the working of the larger luunicipilities at any rate can be described»as 
generally satisfactory; and Government have recently decided to relax the 
existing official control over these bodies by increasing the number of elective 
members.

25.' The increase in the number of European seamen sent home distressed, iidarine^ 

* or relieved, is mainly due to the difficulty in procuring employment at the ^ 

pbrt of Bombay. The growing preference for Native seamen is shown by the • 
substantial rise in the number shipped and discharged. The operations of the 
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^den ^hipgiiig Office continue to expand. There was a further'' increase of 
rfeatly 1,000 in the number oJ seamen ^gaged. ' 


26. The result of the year's working of the Bofnbay" Port Trust was agaiffi , 
most satisfactory and another record in receipts was established. So prosperous 
was the financial position that, notwithstanding a liberal rebate on oertaiunport 
charges, which amounted to 7-^ lakhs, there still remained a net surplus of over 
4| lakhs., About one-fourth of the excavation and oue-flfth of the masenry work 
on the hfew Docks have been completed. At Kardohi, the year was marked by ' 
unprecedented engineering activity, the expenditure exceeding 27f lakhs, • 
Revenue increased by over 9 per cent, A small rise in the receipts of the Aden , 
Port Trust was balanced by higher expenditure due to the increased "cost of 
dredging operations. ’ •' 


27. The number of Co-operative Credit Societies was more than doubled 
during the year and stands now at 145, The advance made was less than it 
seems, however, for a large proportion of the new societies, especially in Satara, are 
experimental. Societies in actual working number 109. The substautiaLprogress 
made is shewn by a rise of nearly two lakhs in the total working capital and of 
nearly a lakh in the amount of deposits. Rural and Urban Sooieties between 
them disbursed over Rs. 5^ Idkhs in loans to members. Proper supervision of 
accounts has been secured by the appointment of a staff of official qtuditors. 
During the year Sind was separated from the Presidency and given a Registrar 
of its own. 


28. Owing to the unsatisfactory character of the sehson, the inaprovememt 
noticeable last year in the cropped area suffered a check both in the Presidency 
and Sind, In the former, where the distribution of rainfall was generally bad, 
especially for kharif cultivation, the cropped area diminished by over 2 per cent.,^ 
and the area cropped more than once by over 16 per cent. In Sind, where the 
. inundation was exceedingly poor, the decreases were as heavy as 16 and 29 
per cent. The area under food crops, which declined by 3 and 14 per ‘oent. . 
in the Presidency and Sind respeetively, is now about a million acres below 
normal; but the area under non-food crops, in spite of large decreases this year, 
remains conriderably above it. In the Presidency the area under cereals 
showed a decline of nearly one per cent., specially marked in Gujarht and the 
Kamatic ; and that under pulses a decline of 15 per cent., shared by all districts 
except Khandesh. Ou the other hand there was a marked improvement of 
over 8 per cent, m the area under oil-seeds, mainly owing to increased cultivation 
of safflower in the Deccan and castor-seed in Gujarat. Cereals, pulses and oil-seeds* 
in Smd were 14, 22 and 45 per cent, respectively below last year’s figures. The 
cotton area decreased by 4 par cent., not withstanding a slight increase in Sind; 
wndRions were generally unfavourable. The failure of the late rains led, in 
toe Presidency, to a great expansion of the area under irrigation, wliioB 
increased by nearly 23 per cent., and, for the first time for seveml years - 
exceeded the normal. The improvement was particularly noticeable io the 
case of tank irrigation and irrigation from private canals. The low inundation 
was responsible for a fall of 20 per cent, in the irrigated area in Sind.

In connection with sugarcane, th^success 
of sulphate of ammonia as a manure is noteworthy, especially as it may before 
long be manufactured in India ; and the power cane-crusher gave most promis¬ 
ing results. The question of seed selection received careful attention. It is 
prqpoq|d to-estahlish a seed testing station at Poona. In entomology, the most 
important discovery consists of a cheap and effective means of defeating the 
attacks of the potato-borer.

30. The decline of 8 Ukhs, or 38 per cent., in advances under Act XII o£ Advances to, 
l884j^ and of nearl/ lakhs, or 21 per cent., in those under Act XIX 6f 1883, ^^itivators- 
indicates a return to more normal conditions in the Deo can and Karndtak after 

the depression consequent on the severe scarcity of 19 ^5-1905. The increase in 
Qujardt is attributed partly to an unfavourable season, and partly to an increased 
demand for Government loans resulting from the introduction of the Deccan 
Agrioulturiiits’ B-elief Act, which has reduced the rayats^ credit with private 
money-lenders, 

31. The experiment started last year in Ahmednagar, of giving villagers Breeding 
conjoint tag^i for the purchase of approved stud bulls, has pmyed a success, ^perationa.

first time at Moro and Shikarpur in Sind. 

33. The season 1907-1908 was not favourable. The monsoon was char- Meteorology, 
^spcterised by a late arrival and an early withdrawal, the duration of full monsoon 
•conditions being limited in a large part of the Presidency to a little over 

six weeks. Although the total rainfall from Jnne to September was normal in 
the Deccan, Gujarat and Kdtbiawdr, as well as in tbe Konkan, it was only 

* the Konkan that enjoyed a normal distribution. Elsewhere, the heavy rain 
ia July and August did not compensate for the defloianoy in June and 
.September, Sind, which alone benefited by tbe first monsoon advance, had 
more than tbe average rainfall during this period. Eiainfall from October to 
J)Gcon(j.ber was confined to the Konkan and Deccan, and deficient even thei^, 
while tbe cold weather rain was also deficient, except in Sind, Gujarat and 

® Kathi^wdr. 

84. After the partial check last year prices resumed their upward Prfaes and 
^ tendency. The rise, though less marked in the Karndtak and Konkan than ^ 

elsewhere, was universal and affected every district in the Presidency and Sind, * * 

* .It extended to all the principal food-grains. The average prices of hdjti and

the principal cause. The fact that there Ifas been a progressive increase during^^ 

’ the last few years—for though prices fell somewhat last year they were still iir 
most cases higher than normal—and the fact that the Eonkan, which n&ver 
suffers trom famine, is affected in the same way as the rest of the Presidency*^ 
show clearly that other economic causes are at work. One is no doubt cthe 
decline in production owing to the displacement of food-grains by other crops*. 
Another, still more important, is the steady expansion of exports, to which a 
special stimulus was given this year by the demand from the famine->ytrio]ven 
provinces of Northern India. Even the Deccan, in spite of a poor harve^G and 
low stocks, sent heavy consignments of grain to Delhi. So also in Sind, theliigh 
pribes were due more to the enhanced export trade than to the low mun^lation. 

It is significant of the forces at work that even in Jagobahad the grain- 
dealera receive daily quotations by wire from Karachi and prices are no Iwger 
regulated by local supply and demand. In three districts in the Presidency, 
ShcMpur, Ihjfipur and Dharwar, the high rates of wages prevailing last year 
were not maintained. But elsewhere there was no sign of the reduction which 
the pressure of an unsatisfactory season might have been expected to produce- 
On the contrary, in parts of Gujardt and the Konkan, in KhdndesE and in ..most 
of Sind, the standard of wages rose still further, doubtless owing to the* 
relations of supply and demand. The commercial and industrial expansion of 
the cities, especially Bombay and Karachi; the increasing number of cotton 
mills and presses in Gujarat and elsewhere; the steady growth of the mining 
industry and the more extended operations of the Public Works and otligr 
Government Departments, offered a field of employment both for skill^ 
and unskilled labour which grows wider every year. With an increasing 
. number finding employment in other channels, the supply of asricultural 
Jabourers, in a population depleted by scarcity and sioltness, hardly xnet th^^ 
demand and those who were willing to work were able to command relatively 
high wages. 


There was a total increase of about 44i square miles in the area of 
Reserved Porests. In Sind, while over 15 square miles were lost by^ erosion, 
over 19 square miles were gained by alluvial accretion/ In the Bijapur 
Division 123 square miles of Pasture Reserve were transferred from the Revenue 
to the Poresfc Department. Eore.vt offences show a general decline after the 
increase last year ; in the Central Circle the number of prosecutions was less 
by over 50 per cent. Except in Sind, where the damaged area increased nearly . 
tenfold, there was a gratifying improvement in the protection of forests from ^ 
fire. Natural reproduction was unsatisfactory in Sind, owing to the 
inundation. The experiments with rubber in North Th?lna were also a failuj^. 
The financial position is again eminently satisfactory, though receipts Jell off 
^lightly in the Central and Southern Circles. In the Northern Circle the 
surplus haa increased by oyer 5 lakhs in the last two years, 

SStrils. , tlie “dustrial sphere the year .vas characterised by prosperity antl^ 

steady progress, hut hy no remarlcahle new developments. The cotton industry, * 
still of paramonnt importance, continued to make great strides, though a poo^ 
crop and Imv prices somewhat reduced the profits. Mills and factories multiply - 
rapidly, notably in Ahmeclahad, where as many as 9 were started' during the* 
vean Expenments are in progress in various hand-weaving centres for testino"" 
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the ralue of improved methods and implepienfa forwthe hand-weaving industry^f* 
. with*a view tcTarrest its further decay K^fore the progress of the p^wer loom. , 
This year the weavers, l^ke the jewellers and other handicraftsmen, "drew consider- 
' able profit from the multitude of marriages decreed by the Hindu calendar. Most 
^ of th^ new enterprises mentioned in the report last year continued working and , 
"paid thdir way, but the sugar factory at Nasik and the fibre factory at Dharwdr 
were not in,a flourishing condition. The fall in the price of manganese le^ to some 
* abatement of the activity in the mining industry created by the success of the 
Shivrajpur and Bamankua mines in the Panch Mahals. But the set-back is 
only temporary. Most of the southern portion of the Presidency is under explo¬ 
ration fdt manganese, gold, or otiier minerah, aad prospects are fairly encourag¬ 
ing. ^hexfe is some hope that mining may do for the South Konkan what the 
development of the city and harbour of Bombay, through the stimulus given 
to brick-making and quarrying, is doing for Thdna and Kolaba. In Sind^ the 
chief features of the year were the continued expansion of the rice-husking 
industry in Larkana and the growth in industrial importance of the ‘towns of 
Mifpurkhas and Jacobabad. 


37. Prom the commercial point of view 1907-1908 was a ret'Ord year, the Trade- 
foreign, coasting and land trade alike exhilnting a very remarkable improve¬ 
ment. The increase in the volume of trade is even more noteworthy than the 
increase inv^alue, for the latter was partly due to, while the former was in spite 
of, a general and considerable rise in prices. The large increases in articles of 
luxury and comfort are a sure indication of advanoing prosperity, while the 
heavy imports of Ravv Materials, of Machinery, and of Railway Plant testify to 
the steady industrial progress of the Presidency. 


The chief port, Bombay, aljsorhs practically all the foreign trade Bombay- 
*^^f the Presidency proper—the subordinate ports sharing only to the extent 
of a lakh and a lnlf—*inl over 80 p'^r cent, of the coasting trade. The 
private trade of the port improved by over 16 per cent, and was valued at ^ 

Idl-g- "crores or about 101 millions sterling. If the variable factor of Treasnie 
be excluded, imports show a rise of Gf orores or 17 per cent and ereports a rise: 
of 6 or )re 3 or i per cent. Allowing for fluctuations in prices this increase in 
value represents an increase in the volume of trade amounting to 16 per cent. 
in\he case of imports and 5 per cent, in the case of exports. The improvement 
in the^former was most marked in the largest class, Articles Manufactured and 
Partly Manufactured, which comprises more than half the tofal imports. All 
sub-heads in this class show increases^. Ootton Manufactures, which form the 
^)ulk, improved by 116 Idkhs, and Twist and Tarn, Silk and Woollen Fabrics 
by 26 , 19 and 34 lakhs, respectively. Increases of i26 and 70 htkhs under 
White and Coloured Piece-goods, the latter due in large measure to the abnormal 
number of marriages, counteracted a heavy fall of 8t lakhs in Greys, 

' the result partly of high prices in VI anchestar, partly of the steady expansion 
•oi the vroaving industiy in India. The class Metals and Manufactures of 
Metals comes next in importaTioe, and in it the net increase amounted to 
2-^ crores, of which more than half was contributed by Railway Materials. 

-^TJndoP Machinery and Millwork there was an incre^ise of 36 lakhs, which was 
almost entirely absorbed by Textile Machinery. The advance of 44f lakhs 
under the group Raw Materials, to wluch Silk and Cotton chiefly contributed^ 

^vould have been muo1i larger but for a heavy drop of nearly i7 lakhs under 
Precious Stones and Pearls, due to the financial crisis ia America, which made 
Pearls a drug *in the market. Proviaions, Spices, ap.d Tea shared the increase 
of 34 lakhs in Articles of Food and Drink. Imports of Chemicals continued 
* to expand “with the growth of industrial enterprises, and there wb.s a nsarked 
‘b* 999^5 s 
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^icpe^ iR*tUe consumption .of Keroane Oil, Roumanian* and ^Amerioa^^ Oil 
taking to k large extent the place formerly occupied by Russian. The e^^ort ’ 

’ trade of Bomb&y as a cerftre of distribution of foreigh merchandise ^to the 
Persian Gulf and East' Africa was in a more satisfactory eondition-than in 
any year of the previous decade. Articles Manufactured and Partly Mamifac- ^ 
tured, which form the hulk of the re-exports, advanced in value 16 per cent. 
On the other hand in the case of exports of Indian merchandise, th«re was '^ a 
fall of 9 per cent, under this head. This was due entirely to a further decline of ^ 
2^ crores in the shipments of Yam to China, owing to the glutted state of the 
market, the fluctuations of the exchange, and the effects of famine in some of ^ 
the largest consuming districts. Satisfactory features of the Yarn traie were 
the development of the local weaving industry and the discovery of new (Outlets 
for the trade in European markets. The net increase of 3 crores in the -exports 
of Indian merchandise was contributed principally by Raw Cotton and Seeds, 
but there were notable increases also under Manganese Ore and Opium, the 
latter owing to easier prices of Mdlwa opium following on an unusually good 
crop. Turning to the distribution of the foreign trade, the share of the British 
Empire shows an improvement of over 5 crores or 13 per cent., but there was, 
relatively, a still more remarkable improvement in the trade with continental 
Europe, especially, Germany, ErancB and Belgium, which shows an advance 
of 4 crores or 17 per cent. The steady expansion of the Japanese tr^de is also 
noteworthy. The laud trade of the Presidency increased in volume by 6 per 
cent, and in value by nearly S per cent., the improvement being equally 
marked in the external and the local trade. A decline in the value of the 
external import trade was principally due to the contraction of imports of Cotton, 
and Food-grains, while the brisk demand for Pood-grains from Northern and 
Central India contributed more than anything else to the expansion of exports.^v 
The most noticeable improvements in the local trade were under Raw Cotton 
Pood-grains, and Coal and Coke. 


The total sea-borne trade of the provinc# of Sind was valued a”!} 42J 
crores, or about £ 28^ millions, an advance of 9 per cent, on the record 
figures of last year. Karachi absorbed the whole increase, the subordinate 
porta suffering a decline in trade mainly owing to diminished exports of ripe. 
At the chief port imports advanced by over a crore and exports by over 2 crores. 
The main heads of increase in imports were the same as in the Presidency 
Manufactured Articles and Metals each showing a 9 per cent, rise while 
there were substantial improvements under Articles of Food and Brink Raw 
Materials and Oils. The failure of the crops in North America and Europe,"" 
comliined with higher prices, led to an increase of 18 per cent, in the value 
of Wheat exported. Karachi has a monopoly of the Punjab produce, and 'Whea't 
accounted for nearly half the total exports from the port. There were marked 
increases also under Cotton and Rape Seed. The laud trade with Afghanistarf, 
Baluchistan and Persia exhibited a net improvement of 11 lakhs or 8 per cent.]^ 

though diminished imports from Afghanistan resulted in a falling off of „3 per 

cent, in the import trade. " ^ 


The inland trade of Aden, which declined by 16 per cent, last year 
showed a slight recovery of 6 per cent, in the year under report. On the other 
hand, the falling off in the Indian trade was almost as marked as in 1906-1907^ 
and this, together with a heavy decrease in the foreign trade also, reduced' 
the aggregate value by a crore of rupees or 10 per cent. The diminished 
trade in Skins and Hides, which carried with it a decline in the imports and 
esijort^ of grey Piece-goods, was due to unfavourable markets in America and 
Europe, decreases under Grain and Pulse and Keroslue Oil were pa^rfcly 
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attril^jitable tbe ‘fact that Aden is in, some msasure losing its plac^ as, as£^

38, A detailed accoirnt of the works carried out during the year will be Jnbiio Works, 
found in Chapter IV. The total expenditure amounted to 104 Idkhs, an 

increase of" more than 9 lakhs on the figures of the previous year. Out of this, 

* rather mote than 8, lakhs were spent on buildings required for the Imperial 
Departments, the most important items being the New General Post Ofiioe, 

•Bombay, the extension of the Central Telegraph Office, Bombay, and the 
Consi]^ate Buildings at Bunder Abbas. Under the various Provincial heads, 
tlie total expenditure on buildings and communications amounted to nearly 63 
lakbs; against 61 lakhs during the year 1006-1907. Of this, 10 lakhs were 
expeirded on buildings under “ 8.—Administration,” nearly 9 hlkhs on Ediioa- 
tional buildings, about 4 Idkhs on buildings required for the administration of 
law.and justice, and an equal amount on buddings required for the JaiT Depart¬ 
ment, Buildings for the Police Department absorbed about 7-^ Idkhs, and those 
for the Medical Department about lOJ Mkhs. On roads the expenditure 
amounted to nearly 16| Idkhs, of which over 9^ lakhs were spent on original 
works and about Mkhs on the maintenance of existing roads. There were 
no FaminOBelief Works in charge of the Public Works Department. 

39. The total expenditure upon irrigation works in the Presidency and 
Bind amounted to Rs. 69 lakhs compared with Rs. 47i Mkhs last year. Of this 
total, over 17^ lakhs were spent on works, 24^ lakhs on repairs, and nearly 
15 Mkhs on establishment. The expenditure was divided between the Presi- 
Aenoy and Sind in th.e proportion of 24^ lakhs to 34| Mkhs. Pamine Belief 
outlay on irrigation works amounted to only Bs. 634. 

The total area irrigated from the Deccan and Gujarat works, for which Deaean and 
Capital and Revenue Accounts are kept, was 130,808 acres against 108,787 a-eneraL 
" in the previous year. The gross assessed revenue rose from Bs 9,47,167 
t;> Bs. 10,87,654. There was great activity in the Special Duty Division esta¬ 
blished for the preparation of plans and estimates for small famine projects. 

Programmes for famine works for practically the whole of the Deccan are 
complete; good progress was made in Khandesh, and the Gnjardt Districts were 
commSnced at the end of the year; and projects estimated to cost 412 Mkhs of 
rupees were submitted to Government. The special surveys for Protective 
Irrigation Works in the Deccan have now been in operation for six years, and 
the expenditure during the year amounted to over Ij Mkhs. The principal 
projects investigated were the Mnla, the Kukadi Left Bank and the Ghatprahha 

* Bight Bank Canals, and the possibility of a large Godaveri Left Bank Canal. 

t • The kharif rainfall was considerably above normal, and gave a good supply of Wortiera 
.water to tanks while the failure of the rabi rains increased the demand for imgation. 

The area irrigated by the Hathmati and Kbai’i Cut Canals was four times the 
average for the last ten years. The Tranza—Nagrama, Waugroli and Mnvalia 
' , T artkji in charge of the Public Works Department irrigated 2,7/O acres compated 
udth only 209 last year. Nearly Bs. 72,000 were spent on improvements and 
' repairs to sniall irrigation tanks, 

^ There was an increase of over 11,000 acres in the area irrigated, and cent^^ai^ 
of nearly Bs..Z4 Mkhs in the gross assessed revenue compared with the 
’ average for the last ten years. In the case of the Mhaswad I'ank, the increase ^ 
in revenue is partly attributed to enhanced rates, hut, speaking generally, 
the expansion of irrigated area and the increased revenue were MUke rine to 
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*=-ke failure of the rahi raiBs and consequent demand foy irrigation. the 
l^asik an'u Ahmednagar Irrigation feislriet ^ further substantial progres^waa . 
made with thfe dam at Chankapur, the Girna Left ^ank Canal, - 

Wagbad Tank. The expenditure on these three works totalled over Bs. 3i Idkhs. ^ 
On the GodaveriCanal Project, the most important irrigation work nowin ^land,. J 
' which is intended to indgate a total area of 61,000 acres in the Ndsik and Ahmed- 
nasar Coilectorates, nearly six lakhs were expended during the yqar, out of 
a total estimated expenditure of 95| lakhs. Owing to lack of funds little . 
progress could he made with the Prayara Project in Ahmednagar. Work waa 
cormnenced on a scheme for stopping percolation on the Mutha Canal near „ 
Poona City. Kepairs to Second Class Irrigation Works in the Nasik and 
Ahmednagar and West Khdndesh Districts entailed an expenditure of oveif' hatf 
a lakh. The block system of irrigation introduced on the Nira Canal continued 
to give good results. 

On the Pii'st Claes Imgatiou Works, the most important of which are in 
the Satard, Belgaum and Dhtirwar Districts, the total area irrigated was 9 per 
cent., and the revenue assessed 13 per cent., below the decennial average. 

This was the result of a decrease in area on the Krishna and Gokak Canals, due 
to copious and timely rainfall in the kharif season. On the other hand, there 
was a material increase of about 7000 acres in the area irrigated by Second Class 
Tanks in this Division. A sum of Bs. 94,000 was spent on repairs torthtese. 

Bainfall was good, hut the inundation exceedingly poor, being characterised 
by a late rise and an early fall. Although, with one or two exceptions, all the 
canals worked satisfactorily, the deficiency of the water-supply necessarily 
led to a very heavy decrease in the irrigated area, and great damage to crops. 
This w'as the case both in the Bight "Bank and Left Bank Divisions, but the losa^ 
due to a poor inundation is greater in the former than in the latter, where no^ 
less than a third of the cultivation is by lift. On several canals distribution by 
, rotation was resorted to at the end of the season as a means of eking out the 
supply. There was a breach on the Sukkur Begari Bund, which might*'have • 
been serious had the inundation been of normal strength. As it was,' the 
revenue derived from the fl.ooded land will probably considerably exceed tlie 
loss due to the destruction of kharif crops. Topographical and hydrographiqal 
surveys, silt experiments, and general scientific work were carried out as usual 
by the Indus Biver Commission. ^ 

The area irrigated by all classes of works ip Sind was 2,7*^5,738 acres against 
3,487,663 acres in the previous year, and 3.349,488 acres in the year 1905-1908. 

The gross assessed revenue amounted to Bs. 69,25,243 the corresponding figures'^ 
for 1906-1907 and 1905-1906 being Rs. 85,49,428 and Bs. 81,51,376. 

Though there was ahuudance of water in the Indus it was at too low a level 
to give the Sind canals the supply required and the fact that the area irrigated - 
was 7 lakhs of acres less, and the gross assessed revenue 16 lakhs les^ than fn 
the preceding year is a clear indication of the need for means of raising the 
water of a poor inundation the few feet necessary to supply the canals. 

Surveys and the preparation of plana and estimates for projects to provide r- 
such means of giving assured supply to half Sind were in progress durino’ the 
year and included survey and design for a barrage at Sukkur, for a Right Rank 
Canal from Sukkur to Sehwan, for a Left Bank Canal from Eohri to Hydor-'^ 
abad, and for improvements and extensions of the canals on the Eastern Nara r 
System on the Left Bank. ^ The total area commanded is about "7 million acres 
Good progress was made in the preparation of the plans and estimates for these* 
great projects, - 
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40. Two important administratii^e changes c^me into operatioi>during^ 

, yeaS?—firstly^ the control formerly exetci^d by the Bombay Governnj^nt over the 
^ Oreat Indian Peainsul:|, Bortnbay Baroda and Central India, Sorrtbern Maratha 
and Barsiiight Railway Systems was vested in the Railway Board, the appoint- 
^ meat oE Consulting Engineer for Railways being abolished from 1st January^ 
1908 ; ^secondly, owing to the re-organization of the railway system of Southern 
Iftdia, the Southern Maratha Railway Company took over the working of 
* cbrtain portion of the Madras and South Indian Railways and ohangetf its name 
to the Madras and Southern Maratha Railway Company, the head-quarters 
being transferred from Bhdrwar to Madras. The recommendation of the 
Government of India that the provision of postal accommodation at railway 
^ati^iaas at the cost of capital should be made a condition of future railway 
coiftraQts was sanctioned by the Secretary of State* One hundred and forty- 
seven miles of railway of w^hioh 5 were within the Presidency were newly opened 
for trafido, the total length of open line under the administrative control of the 
Bombay Government at the end of 1907 being 8,338 miles. Surveys of 198 
mtles of light railway within the Presidency were in progress. There was a 
substantial improvement in the earnings of all the more important lines. 


41, The gross revenue amounted to 15 orores 27 - 3 - Mkhs, an increase of 
l^khs, and the gross expenditure to orores, an increase of 33 lakhs. There 
were decreases of *2 per cent, and 4 per cent., respectively in Imperial Revenue 
and Expenditure, Provincial Revenue increased hy 1 per cent, and expenditure 
hy 5 per cent.; Local Revenue by 1 per cent, and expenditure by 15 per cent. 




• The receipts from Opium, Excise and Customs show noteworthy increases Imperial* 
Qf qoj, 7| and 41f lakhs, respectively, due to the causes explained under those 
headings in Chapter V. There was a substantial increase also of 9f lakhs in 
the profits of the Mint, and increases of a lakh under Forests and Assessed Taxes. 

These items of increase were, however, more than counterbalanced by the loss 
of 21 lakhs under Land Revenue, owing to the unfavourable season and to ^ 
larger assignments from Imperial to Provincial, and of 42| Idkhs under Slalt 
Revenue, owing to the reduction of duty, coupled with a decrease of lO lakhs 
under Miscellaneous Receipts, which were swelled hy extraordinary items last 
y^ar. The decrease in expenditure was mainly the result of a saving of 2 ^ lakhs 
under Famine Relief and of Ij lakhs owing to smaller coinage operations in 


silver at the Mint. 


The bad season accounted for a decline of 16^ lakbs under Land Revenue ProvinolaL 
« which was partly counterhalanoed by the larger assignments to Provincial men¬ 
tioned above. There were slight decreases also under Law and Justice (Jails) 

^nd Medical, hut all other heads show increases, the most noteworthy being that 
of 7| Kkhs in Excise receipts. In expenditure there was au increase of 2| lakhs 
•under Land Revenue, largely due to temporary establishments, the Survey of 
« ^alukd^j.! villages, and the partition of Khandesh; and increases of over a lakh 
under General Administration, Stationery, Pensions and Education. The City 
Police Charges Act, by which the cost of the City Police was transferred from 
the Municipality to Government and Medical Charges from Government t(? the 
Municipality, is responsible for the decrease of nearly 3 lakhs under the head 
Moilioal, and for much of the increase of 5 J Kkhs under the head Police. Part 
of the latter increase was due to the reorganization scheme. There was a saving 
of 3i Idkhs under Famine Relief, hut the new arrangement by which these 
charo’cs are debited to Imperial Revenues necessitated the opening of a new head 
of expenditure, Reduction or Avoidance of Debt,’’’under which Ra. 13,70,000 '

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, 43. ^he ohiof feature of the year was the introduotioij of the ’uiokel anna, 

*The new ^ins were issued to the pul^c^for the first time on let August f907> 
and soon became popular, * Eupees and half rupees of tj^e value of 10*8 ororec 
were struck during the year, a decrease of over five crores compared with 1906.. 
1907. On the other hand, there was an increase of more than four crores' in 
’the value of gold coin and bullion tendered in exchange for rupees, Kevenue ' 
exceeded expenditure by over nine Mkhs. ^ 


43. In the Presidency Circle, the gross oiroulation of notes on 31st March ^ 
1908 was less hy 1-^ crores than on the same date last year, but no comparison 
can be based on the figures for a single month. Taking the monthly average, r 
and deducting notes held in the Reserve Treasury, there was an increase in the 
circulation of 37 lakhs. The figures thus shew an improvement, thougE ncffc^ 
considering the expansion in trade, a very substantial improvement,'^ in the 
popi^larity of the Paper Currency. The increase was almost all in notes of the 
lower values, the Rs. 5 note being again in great demand for the payment of 
wages. The general prosperity is more clearly marked by an‘increase of over a 
crore in the receipts and of 94 lakhs in the issues of gold, and by an increase of 
2 ^ lakhs in the receipts of small silver,, In the Karachi Circle the oiroulation 
of all notes but those of Es- 10,000 declined, but an increase of 751 in the 
issues of the latter—due to the extensive use made of the system of telegraphic 
transfers—accounts for a rise of 64‘8 lakhs in the value of notes in pireulation. 
In both circles railway receipts mainly account for the increased encashment 
of foreign notes. 


44. Mainly owing to the large collections of arrears last year and the 
automatic remission of arrears more than three years old, there w'as a decrease 
of S3 lakhs in the Land Revenue demand. The unfavourable season, which 
necessitated liberal remissions and suspensions, accounted for a fall in the^ 
collections amounting to 1 orore and 8 lakhs, or a little leas than last year’s 
increase. The percentage of collections' to demand, in which are included 
suspended arrears, was 73^4 compared with 81*9 last year and 69*7 in 1905al906. 
Of the arrears, approximately, 23 per cent, were In the N’orthern Division, 
54 per cent, in the Central Division, 14 per cent, in the Southern Division and 

8 per cent, in Sind. 

« 

45. The net receipts of the Bombay Custom House rose hy 17 per cent, 
and were the highest on record. This increase was exclusively .due to th& duty 
on imports, which shows an excess of more than 32 lakhs. The export receipts, 
which ate derivtd from the duty on rice and rice-flour exported to foreign ooun-^ 
tries, declined hy 16 per cent, owing to a shortage in the crop. The proportion"^ 
of expenditure to net collections fell from 4 to 3| per cent. 

There was a further increase of over 3 Idkhs, or 6 per cent., in the "ross 
receipts, and of 4 lakhs, or nearly 8 per cent., in the net receipts, refunds and 
drawbacks amounting to considerably less than last year. * ^ 

Receipts on the Kathidwar frontier rose hy nearly 6 per cent,, while.^those 
on,the Portuguese frontier were more than doubled during the year. The 
latter increase was due, among other causes, to large imports of electrical-^ 
appliances for the Canvery Electric-Power Works in the Mysore State. A note¬ 
worthy feature of the year was the expansion ^of the petroleum trade- 
Marmngao and Castle Rock. 

46. There was a marked recovery in the opium trade after the decline 
of the last two years. The low prices prevailing as the result of an nuUsnally 
good crop le4 to a large expansion of exports to China; but as Governuient has 
limited the^exports of Mahva opium to China in the calendar year 1908, there 
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is likely to be a falling off next year, llie^ poppy harvest in i^aroda i#5va3»very,^^

47, . The reduction the duty on salt from Rs. 1-8-0 to Re, Ij which came 
into operation a few days before tJie he^'inning of the year, resulted in a Proper, 
large increase in the issues of both Baragra and sea salt, amounting in all ^ 
to 4 Ter 12 lakhs of maunds. The increase is not confined to the Bombay 
Presidency,'where the rate of oonsunaiition has risen by nearly a pouud per head, 

*but is equally noticeable in the case of removals for export. Par more salt is now 
being used for agricultural and industrial purposes and as foo l for cattle. More¬ 
over, the^oonsumer is getting the full benefit of the successive reductions. In 
every district of the Presidency except Satdra the redaction in price has either 
extended or nearly equalled the reduction in duty. The fall in. price was the main 
cause of the decrease in the number of offences against the Salt Law, for smug- 
.gling is no longer profitable. The loss of revenue consequent on the reduction of 
duty amounted to Rs. 41 lakhs. Issues of salt during the year far exceeded pro- 
-duotion, and in spile of the opening of new salt pans the balance in stoc*k at the 
end of the year was considerably below the safe minimum, while on the 1st of 
April it was only 8 lakhs of maunds. This shews the necessity for exploiting 
^resh sources of supply, and the new Bbdndup Salt Works, plans and estimates 
for which have been finally sanctioned, are to be pushed on as qiTiekly as possible. 

In SincI, besides the reduction in duty, the abolitiou of the license Sind, 
system, which has led to a large increase in the number of salt vendors all over 
“tbe province, bad a great deal to do with the higher consumption. The price 
per^maund fell by Re. 0-3-9. 

The prosperity of the Aden salt trade is shewn by substantial increases in Aden. 

gross receipts and in the quantity manufactured and exported. 


48. An increase of over 14 lakhs in the realizations during the year, Excise: 
following on an increase of 4J lakhs in 1906-1907, raised the revenue from 
r, Abk4ri to 145 lakhs, or a sum not far short of a million sterling at the present 
rate of exchange. The principal cause of this great expansion of receipts was 
the large number of marriages consequent on the approach of a Sinbvasfc year- 
The steady improvement in the position ot the working classes was also, as last 
year, a contributing factor ; and there were other subsidiary causes in particular 
distriot;^, such as, in Ahmedabad, the increase in the mill population, and, in 
Khdndesh, Kolaba and elsewhere, the enhancement of duty. To the total 
increase the receipts from still-head duty on country liquor contribute no less 
than 9 lakhs. Among districts worked under the monopoly system, Tha'na, 

Kolaba, Dharwar, Ahmedabad, Broach, Kaira and Panch Mahals, and among 
. districts worked under the contract supply system, Khandesh, Ndsik and Poona 
show the most noticeable excesses over the previous year ; but the increase was 
’ general throughout the Presidenej^ with the solitary exception of Kanara 
^a^ove-gbnts). The total sales of country spirit were above the average for the 
previous fire years by 18 par cent., while the rate of consumption per head was 
'Over 8 drams compared with an average of under 7. The only distriets^in 
'•wliioli consumption noticeably diminished were Khdndesli and Surat. The 
decrease there was due to enhancement of the still-head duty. Elsewhere the 
enhafioement of duty succeeded in restricting the increase, though not in 
'niffecting a diminution, in consumption. Decreases in consumption in 
; Belgaum and jthe Alib4g tiiluka of KoUba District are attributed to the 
temperance movement, which otherwise was little in ovidence. The receipts 
Jrom toddy increased by over a lakh, and the sales exceeded those of the 
pre^ous year by 6 per cent. Even in Kanara and Broach, * where con- 
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^€iini]?tiorL«decreasecl to som&extent, t^^ere waa an increasa in the receipts from 
tree-tax. , There was a slight recovei?^ -Jiider Indian-manufactured malt iiquoiv. 
partly owing^ to a higher duty-rate, but the iUiporj^ of fermented liqu(5i*a^, 
declined heayily onoe more. Eevenue from intoxicating drugs other than-" 
opium increased by 20 per cent., and that from opium by 9-g- per cent. ^In thd- 
oase of opium the increased consumption was due as much to the lowering ot: 
the issue rate as to the number of marriage ceremonies. Erom tha administra¬ 
tive point of yiew the year was noteworthy for the re-organization of the Abtarr 
Department, The appointment of full-time Assistant' CTollectors of Abtdri 
and the improvement in the status of the subordinate staff cannot fail to raia^ 
the standard of efficiency and integrity. The orders of the Government of 
India on the report of the Excise Committee were received and various ifiiprcwe- 
ments and reforms in the administration were approved and introduced.

* On a smaller scale, the excise returns for Sind present the same features as 
those fqr the Presidency proper. There was a rise of 12^ per cent, in the total 
revenue. The consumption of country liquor increased by 14^ per cent, and 
the consumption of opium by 9 per cent. 

In Aden, the receipts for 1906-1907 were abnormally inflated by large 
imports at the close of the year to evade payment of the enhanced duty.. 
Hence this year there was a decline of 67 per cent. 

49. Tlie number of mills increased from 147 to 166, 9 new mills being 
opened in Abmedabad, while there was an increase of 2 in other districts and a, 
decrease of 2 in Bombay. Ahmedahad has now 52 mills to 84 in Bombay.' The 
production of woven goods shows a large increase, bnt the production of 
yam, which is in less demand for esport, suffered a further heavy deoliae. 

50. An improvement of 1‘8 Idkhs of rupees in the gross receipts und^ 
the Stamp Act was the result of the commercial activity which characterised 
the year. 

• 51. The final demand rose by 2| lakhs or 6 per cent, and the collections by- 

nearly 2 lakhs or 4 per cent. The main causes of increase were enhanced 
profits, a larger number of employes and higher salaries—the concomitants of 
commercial prosperity, j articularly in Bombay, Ahmedahad and Karachi. . 

52. The income of the Incorporated Local Bunds increased by over 
1^ lakhs, hut the charges, which increased hy over lOJ lakhs, fell shor? of the 
total receipts by little more than a 14kh. The Government Central Book Depdt 
Bund has been abolished and the balance credited to Provincial Bevenues. Tl^e 
income of the Steam Boiler Inspection Bund continues to expand owing to more 
extended operations and the steady increase in the number of candidates for 
the Engineer’s Examination. There was a substantial increase in the closing ' 
balance of Cantonment Bunds. The Indus Conservancy Bund has hqpn. / 
removed from the books of the Accountant General. e

Excluding tht? figures for Europeuus and Eurasians, ther^ were 
fil0,533 births and 606,606 deaths in 1907, compared with 625,486 and 648,019 
in the previous year. The birth-rate feU from 33-84 to 33-03 per mille and’ the ' 
death-rate from S5-0G to 32-82 per mille, the mean death-rate for the five years. 
1902-1906 being 38-25. Though there was a net increase in the total popiiilation 
amounting to 3,927, deaths exceeded births in Bombay, S^tdra, Belgaum, 
Kanara, Kaira, Ahmedahad, and all the registration districts^ in Sind except 
Karachi. The highest birth-rate was 55-95 in West Khandesh and the lowest 
14’66 in Hyderabad; the highest death-rate 56*76 in Satara and the lowest 17-85 
in tlfe Upper Sind Frontier. There was a slight decline in the mortality from;' 
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ijjalaria, dysentery and respiratory diseases’. The nunj^ber of deaths hhm cholera 
*"shows a marked fall froAi 46,119 to 7,666, but last yearns figures tyore abnormally 
, liigh. The mortality from small^po:^ was the lowest since 1893. On the othei’ 

^hand/the mortality from pL^gue, which fell from 223,000 in 1904 to 71,000 in ' 

19Q5 and 51,000 in 1906, rose to 93,000 in the year under report, Sat4ra, 

Belgaum and Kaira mainly account for the increase, over 67 per cent, oE the 
totel number of deaths from plague being recorded in'these colleotorates. The 
increased virulence of the plague epidemic has obviously had more effect 
• than any other factor on the vital statistics of the year. * 

'• ^61. There was no marked movement of the population during the year, :E!migratiou and? 
beyond'the seasonal emigration in search of employment which, in. some 
districts of the Presidency, has become part of the normal scheme of th^^gs. 

In consequence of the poor season the exodus of labourers from Kaira and 
some parts of the Deccan was rather more extensive than last year. ’ On the 
other hand, the railway works proceeding in the Poona District and the 
Godaveri Canal Works in Kasik provided employment near home for consider¬ 
able numbers who would otherwise have swelled the stream of emigration to 
Bombay. The absorption of the soil by the capitalist landlord is rendering 
Eiatnagiri j^nd Koldba increasingly dependent on external resourcses; the former 
district sent a quarter of its whole population to the Bombay labour market. 

Turning to emigration over seas, the Uganda Railway continued to attract a 
considerable number of artizans—mostly from the Punjab—though not 
nearly so many as last year. The restrictive legislation in South Africa has 
naturally checked the flow of emigration from Surat to that country. 

55. A net increase of three in the year under re ort brings the total number Hedioai Hollaf. 
of medical institutions up to 704 There was a decline of 3f per cent, in the 

number of patients treated, due, no doubt, to a general improvement in public ^ 
health, since there were fewer cases under all classes of disease except diseases 
of the eye. Malarial fever was as usual the commonest ailment. The propor¬ 
tion of female patients rose slightly to 28 per cent, bat it is clear that women 
ar® still indisposed to avail themselves of public medical relief. Mora than 
half of the total expenditure of 16J lakhs was contributed by Government. Good 
progr(?as was made with the numerous new hospitals and buildings in conrse of 
construction; and also with the formation of a Central Nursing Association for 
the Presidency, which will shortly be an accomplished fact.

^largq number of important works are in progress under the direction of the 
Sanitary Board, and the liberal offers of assistance to local bodies contained in 
recgpt Government orders will doubtless leal to a great increase of activity in 
•^he near future- The usual sanitary supervision was maintained over voaseU 
j iu the liarbouT, particularly those engaged in the pilgrim traflic.

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59. Ilinderpest -was jirevalent in every diatriot of the Presidency, but tl^e 
epidemic was slightly leas severe, the deaths numhering^under 20,O0C compared 
with over 25,000 last year. This is no doftbt the cause of the decline in the ^ 

’ number of animals inoculated. Pour new Veterinary Dispensaries werfroilened,- 

bringing the total number in the Presidency and Sind up to 34, 

• 

60. The total number of pupils shown as under instruction in educational 
institutions rose by 28,844 or 4 per cent., a satisfactory increase in the number 
of public institutions and in the attendance therein being counterbalanced to'- 
some extent by a decline under private institutions. The number of female 
pupils increased by 4,480 or 4 per cent, and the number of pupils le'ar^ihg 
English by 1,250 or nearly 2 per cent. These totals, however, are fendered 
somewhat misleading by the disturbing element of plague ; the severity of the 
epidemic at the close of 1906-1907 having caused a much larger number of 
pupils to be unrecorded than was the case in the year under rejrort. The 
increase of over 10,000, or 1^ per cent., in the average monthly number on the 
rolls in public institutions is a much clearer indication of the actual progress, 
which may be ascribed to increased facilities for education and increased appre¬ 
ciation of its benefits. The total expenditure on public instruction increased by 

7 lakhs to 113 Mkhs. An increase of If lakhs under ProvinciaDPvmds was 
principally due to increased expenditure on salaries to professors and inspectors, 
on Technical Edubatiou and on buildings and apparatus. The increase would 
have been larger hut for the discontinuance of the Government grant to the 
Bombay Municipality, which is responsible for the greater part of the increase 
under Municipal Eunds. An increase of Rs. 90,000 under Local Eunds is ac¬ 
counted for by the opening of new schools, promotions to masters, and nevK 
buildings. Of the total expenditure the Arts and Professional Colleges absorbed, 
roughly, 8 per cent., Secondary Schools, 21 per cent., Primary Schools, 39 per 
cent., schools for special instruction, 7 per cent., buildings and apparatusvi-4 per 
cent., and miscellaneous items, including the University, inspection charges, and 
scholarships, 11 per cent. There was a decline in the attendance in the Arts 
and Professional Colleges, which partly accounts for there being fewer successes 
in the examinations for degrees. But the percentage of passes was also con¬ 
siderably lower than last year. A decrease of 36 per cent, in the candidates for 
Matriculation was almost entirely due to a very remarkable falling off'^in the 
number of private students appearing for the examination. The figures for 
High and Middle Schools show small increases in the number of institutions and, 
pupils. With regard to Primary Education, substantial progress is apparent 
throughout the Presidency. All the divisions except Sind contribute to the 
increase in the number of schools, and the number of scholars has risen in every " 
division except Kathiawar. Considering the vital importance of au adequate •' 
supply of qualified teachers, it is satisfactory to note the large incr 09 . 3 e in the. 
number of candidates for the Vernacular Einal Examination, due to the lowerino- 
of the age limit, and the improved attendance in the Training Schools. Turain° 
toTeolinical Education, Government made large grants during the year for - 
extensions and improvements to the School of Art, the Veterinary Colleo-e' and " 
especiaHy, the Victoria Jubilee Technical Institute. The latter oontinu’es to - 
attract large numbers of pupils from all parts of India. The new clasSs ifr-- 
motor-car mechanics established at the instance of and by the aid of Govern- . 
ment were very successful. Steady progress was made with the'huildino-fe of (he " - 
new Agricultural College, Poona, Work under the rerised curriculum has 
a corntnenced, the students being lodged meanwhile in hired bungalows - 

With regard to female education, the position is on the whole encouragim.. ^The ^ 
posiHve prejudice against it is disappearing, and individuals, SocietiesaC’d^Lotil " ' 
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Jpodies are coming to a proper recognition of their re^onsibilitiesjn &is respect. 
The progress of education among Mahomedans is satisfactory as far as primary 
^ educatiSn is concerned. More children are going to school, they are carrying 
^ their’skidies further, and they are passing the Vernacular Pinal Examination’ 
aisd joining Training Oolloges in larger numbers* But thoir poverty is a 
fc«?midable obstacle to improvement in secondary education. Ardong the 
aljoriginal tribes and depressed classes education makes a oontinuous, if a slow, 
advance. Very striking results are not to be expected until the supply of 
trained dow-caste teachers can be largely reinforced. 


Por the first time in seven years there was no overcrowding, but this Yera^vda 
was du^, not to any falling off in the admissions, but to a large increase in the 
number of boys released on license. Though four of them escaped,the 
system continues to give satisfactory results. There was a great improvement • 

in Jhe health of'the inmates. Reports of pupils discharged during the last 
three years testify to the value of the training given in the school; over 90 per 
cent, of those traceable and still alive are maintaining themselves honestly. 

But nearly a third of the total number discharged have escaped all efforts to 
follow them.

62, The total volume of literature issued, which increased by 33 per cent. Literature, 
last year, decreased to about an eq^ual extent in the year under report. The 
decline affected all the principal languages except Kanaresc, and all subjects 
except Law and Politics. The educated community was absorbed, even to a 
greater degree than usual, in the discussion of political questions, which finds 
main expression in the newspapers, Hence the low output and mediocre 
quality of literature proper. 


63, It is impossible to regard the condition of the Native Press during the mtive Press, 
year as anything but disquieting. It was not only that the worst tendencies 
the Extremist organs were markedly accentuated, so as frequently to transgress 
the borderline between legitimate criticism and open sedition. "What is more 
to® be regretted is that the class of journalism, which, in the more glaring 
instances, brought its exponents within the arm of the law, was more typical 
than iii previous years of the Native Press as a whole. The Deccan prints, which 
refuse to see virtue in any Government measure, enjoyed increased support and 
influence; while the loyal Parai organs and non-partisan papers of the class of 
*tlLe Indian Spectator, Indian Social Reformer, and East and West, were more 
decidedly in a minority than at any previous time. The main underlying 
cause of the unprecedented virulence of the Press as a body seems to have been 
the idea, arising largely from affairs in Bengal and the Punjab, that a policy of 
reaction and repression was increasingly finding favour with the highest 
authorities, and that there was no hope, under the present regime, of political 
progress in accordance with the aspirations of the people. Whatever view may 
be taken as to the importance of the Press as an expression of public oplniomat 
present, its influence in the formation of it is not to be denied ; and the attitude 
of suspicion and hostility which it adopted towards the sohemes of political and 
^diffinistrative reform adumbrated during the year, is therefore greatly to be 
regretted. Swadeshi, more obviously political and uneconomic than ever, was 

• the Bubjeefc of the usual amount of vague and unprofltable journalism. It is 
satisfactory to be able to record that the sentiments expressed towards , 

His Excellency Lord Minto, and towards Sir George Clarke the present, and 

• Lord Lamington, the late Governor of this Presidency, were uniformly loyM and 

• appreciative. A more rational and unprejudiced treatment of the question of 
Plague also calls for favourable remark. 
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64, The most important original work oairied*out during tlie year was ipf 

connection witli tlie old temple of Brahma at Khed-Brahma in Tdar, one of the ’ 
very few shrines to that deity extant, TherS is every reason to believe that it ' 
was a genuine original Brahma temple. Excavation work at Ifasik^and^ 
Parjapur—“ The Bead City of Sashti ’’—failed to yield important results, 
Rajputka has proved to he far more fully stocked with ancient monu* 
ments than was at first supposed, and the Lists of Remains in that province ape 
still in process of compilation. The examination of the great hoard of Naha* 
pana coins discovered last year in the Nasik District was completed. Expend*' 
itnre on oonservation amounted to over Rs. 29,000 of which the ancient ,]juild* 
ings in Bij^pur absorbed nearly half.

1. ^ In tlie follomug review of tlie administration of the Native States under the political 
supei’vision of the Government of Bombay the States are arranged in groups according to their 
geographical position. The States of Kathidwjlr and North Gujardltj forming the most impor¬ 
tant group, lie mostly to the north of the Ifcrbada and comprise an area more than twice as 
large as that of all the remaining States. The South Gujardfc Statesj which lie to the south of 
.1^ Taptij are comparatively unimportant. The Mardtha States fall into four groups. The 
North and South £onkan groups lie below the ghats to the north and south of Bombay 
I'espectively. The Deccan and Southern Maratha Country States are situated in the southera 
and eastern portions of the Deccan plateau. The province of Sind contains on© State. The 
Settlement at Aden, including Ferim, directly administered by the Government of Bombay, is 
also included in this review,

Dhai'oda and Ambaliara: (5) measurement work in the Ddngs, which was carried out by 2 
surveyors lent to the Assistant Political Agent- 1,73S survey numbers comprising 0,833 acres 
were measured, and 2,411 numbers comprising 6,64'2 acres were classified. Last year the figures 
were 1,^88 and 695 survey numbers and 5|674 aad 3,556 acres respectively. During the reseag 
two of the permanent surveyors were deputed as instructors at the Central Surveji' Glass for 
Circle Inspectors at Ahmedabad. In addition, special and miscellaneous survey work was 
performed by the District Inspectors and General Dutv Inspectors, the temporaiy stafi ia tbe 
Oej;iti‘al Record Office, Broach, and the District Survey Office, Thans, 

To the four parties working on the survey of Talnkdari estates in the Alinicdabad District 

a fiftl^ was added for work in the Panch Mahals. In Yiramgdm, Prdnti] and Dholka__ 

Tdlukas 123,438 acres, and in tbe Panch Mahals 35,544 acres, were measured. The measure¬ 
ment of 3,727 acres of alienated land was also verified and confirmed. The classing party, 
aTigraented by 10 new men, classed 147,265 acres in 42 villages of the Dholka Ialuka and 
•60,293 acres in 43 villages of the Prantij Taluka.

Incnn^ljcml estates. 2. There were 19 estates uuder the management of this Department under AtfTVl of 
1862, besides 12 estates which, though released from the Act under the 20 years^ lule^ continued 
iindtr management owing to debts due to Government, The balance of Government loan debt 
was reduced in the case of 12 estates owing to famine concessions sanctioned by Government 
EesolutioirNo. 1623, dated iSthEebrnary 1908. In all Es. 7,384 were repaid during the year and 
the balance of Government advance at the end of the year was Es. 0,303 including Es. 13,518 
of interest. The amount remaining duo to private creditors was Es. 19,022. There were 
20 estates under management under Act XXI of ISSl iu Kaira. The balance of Government 
loan debt was reduced iu the case of 9 estates uuder the concessions referred to above. Es. 9 400 
were recovered and the balance of Government advance at the end of the year was Es. 5B 944 
including Es. 2,147 of arrears of interest. Nothing was paid to private creditors during^ the 
year, the balance duo being Es. 4,863. There were two estates under management <^011.461’ Act 
XXI of ISSl in the Eroach District. The estates are continued under management on account 
of debts due to private creditors only. In all Rs. 2,174 were paid and the balance due at the 
end of the year was Es. 3,855. As a result of the inquiries made under the Incumbered 
Estates Acts and the proposals submitted by the Ttvlukdlri Settlement Officer for remission of 
interest accumulated during the famine and reduction of the rates of interest, 21 estates vdiicli 
were very hopelessly involved have been granted special reductions and ordinary and penal rates 
of interest have been reduced from 5 to 4 and 6 to 5 per cent, respectively. There were 52* 
estates (42 in Ahmedabad, 9 in Kaira and 1 in Broach) under the management of this Depart^ . 
ment during the year under the Guardians and Wards Act, and one under the 
Court of Wards Act, Debt settlement inquiries in connection with the indebted estates of the 
^ minors are in progress. The original liabilities of a majority of these estates have been reduced 
owing to the Tejectlon of claims not submitted within sis months of the notice and the elimina¬ 
tion of debts incurred without the sanction of the Talukdari Settlement Officer. There were 
HS estates under management under section 32B of the Civil Procedure Code and 3 under 
section 504. The total decretal debt remaining unpaid amounted to Es. 6,27,254.

1. Owing to the unfavourable season, agriculturists experienced more difficulty than last r^cA'cnu^-paying 
year in meeting the land revenue demand. But it was only in those districts where large 

arrears h&mQ accumulated owing to a succession of bad seasons that the Government ekini 
pressed at all Ihirdly. Substantial improvement in material prosperity was out of the question. 

But the high prices prevailing to some extent compensated for the impaired outturn of crops, 
and a liberal grant of remissions aud siispcusions, where they were clearly called for, anil the 
Judicious use of Tagai, gave the necessary relief and prevented retrogression, Contumacy in 
the payment of land revenue was, as usual, most notice.ible where there was least excuse for It. 

■ There is some evidence that the Deceau Agriculturists^ Belief Act, by establishing sounder 
buBiness relations between the Eavkar and his client, is having the desired eileet of protecting 
ihe revenue-paying classes from the enciuachment of the non-agriculturist. It is true chat 
the number of sale-deeds has generally increased, but, as the majorit}^ of these are in reality 
mortgages and will, under the amended law, be treated as Biieh, the increase is deprived of muen 
of its significance. The shrinkage of the rayatk credit, for which the Act is reapousible, is a 
blessing in disguise, if it tends to check the absorption of the soil by Brd.hmans, Eaniag and ^ 

Par sis. *In tlie Konkan, it must be admitted, the Situation shows almo^it no improvement.

Three AclIS were passed by the Council of His Excellency the Governor of Bombay for 
making Laws and Eegulafcions and assented to by His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor 
GenerS of India during the year commencing 1st April 19 [)7. 

These were:— 

(1) Act I of 1907 (An Act further to amend the Bombay Tramways Act. 1874)» 

(2) Act II of 1907 (An Act further to amend the Deccan Agriculturists^ Relief 

Act, 1879). 

(3) Act III of 1007 (An Act further to amend the Bombay Vaccination Act, 1877, 
the City of Bombay MunieipaL Act, 18S8, and the City of Bombay Improvement 
Act, 1898, and to amend tha Bombay Mo tor-vehicles Act, 1904). 

The^bjeots of Act I of 1907 were to legalize the use of wider tram-cars than those 
iitherto allowed in Bombay and tha increase of tlieir speed, in view of the snbstifcatioa of 
electric for horse traotion. 

The objects of Act II of 1907 were firstly to enable the Civil Courts in all casss alleged to 
fall mder Chapter III of tha Deccan Agriculturists' Relief Act, 1879, to inquire into and 
determine the real nature of monetary transactions to which agriculturists are parties, notwifch- 
staudin*^ any provisions to the contrary in the ordinary law, and secondly to empower the 
* Goliect^to set aside execution sales of laud belonging to agriculturists on account of inade- 
'quacy of price. 

The main object of Act III of 1907 Avas to give legal sanction to tha various finanoial 
i»-arrangeuients between Government and the Municipal Oorp>raUDn of Bombay consequent on 
‘Government relieving the latter body of all liability to contribute towards the police charges of 
the City in consideration of the Corporation undertaking certain medical, educational and other 
expenseB that had theretofore devolved on Government.

There are 27 Societies registered in the Northern Division, of which 13 are in Ahmed- 
abad, 71 in the Central Division, of which 57 are in S4t4ra, and 43 in the Southern Division, 
of which 23 are in Dhdrwdr. The total capital of Rural Societies is Rs. 1,76,840 and 
of Urban Es. 1,93,040, in all Rs, 3,69,880, showing an increase of nearly two lakhs. 
Deposits and (jovernment loans total Bs, 1,02,946 and Rs, 40,500 for Rural and Rs. 55,676 
and Rs. 11,600 for Urban Societies.

The reportltig area in the Presidency proper and Sind increased by 24^000 and 11,000 acres 
Tespectdvely. Introduction o£ the Survey Settlement in tbe forest area^ in Ndsikj and in 4* 
villages of Sdt^xa and 0 villages of Batn^giri accounts for the increase in the Presidency; 
oultivation in aihas throivn up by the river, and survey operations for that in Sind. Six villages 
in West Khdndesh (19,000 a-res] are excluded owing to their absorption in forest, and 2 
villages in Poona (2,600 acres) owing to the loss of village papers by fire. 

. 2,- Chopped Areas. 

1. In consequence of the unfavourable season the gross and net cropped areas decreased Area under 
l iy 2*8 and 2 5 per cent, in the Presidency, and by 17 and 16 per cent, in Sind, while the area 

'"^^ropped more than once diminished by 16*2 and 29 per cent, respectively. The area under 
current fallow increased by ID'S per cent, in the Presidency and 14'3 per cent, in Sind, 

2. In the Presidency proper the gross area cropped was 2’38 crores of acres, a decrease of Cro]Bf* 

7 l^khs the figures of last year : in Sind it was 38‘9 Jjikhs of acres, & decrease of 7*9 Hkhs. 

The area under food crops decreased by 3 per cent, and 14‘6 per cent., and the area under non- *** 
food crops by 2’4 and 28 per cent, in the Presidency and Sind respectively. Owing to un¬ 
favourable kharif rains the area under b4jri fell from 57 to 49 Mkhs of acres in the Presidency, 
but the area under ]ow4ri, though still 16 per cent, below normal, shows an increase of 6'7 
l4.khs of acres over last year. In Sind, on the other hand, the cultivation of bajri shows a small 
increase of 12,000 acres, while that of jowari declined by 70,000 acres on account of the un¬ 
favourable inundation. The same cause accounts for a fall of 2 l4khs of acres under paddy in 
Siiri^^he Presidency showing a slight improvement of 4,000 acres. In both, the figures are 
■well above normal. The area under wheat fell by 13,000 acres in the Presidency and was 21 
pei^ cent, below the average. In Sind there was a decrease of 2 lakhs of acres, again owing to 
the low inundation. The total area under pulses fell by 4'5 hikhe of acres and 1 Mkh of acres 
7_Jn the Presidency and Sind respectively, the decline being general and shared by all crops. 

The cultivation of oil-seeds in the Presidency shows an increase of 106,000 acres, of which

Of 
these, S are on wheat, 10 on jow^ri, 21 on rice, 5 on bajri, 5 on njigli, 10 on other cereals, g on 
tur, 6 on gram, 1 on val, 2 on groundnut, 5 on sesame, 5 on cotton, 1 on tobacco, 1 on potato 
and 6 on"sugarcane, 

l^ineteen experiments have been reported from Sind, 6 from Hyderabad, 4 each from 
Karachi and Upper Sind Frontier and 3 each from L^^l•kana and Sukkur, Of these, 7 are on- 
wheat, 5 on rice, 2 on cotton and one each on barley, tur, b^jri, jambho and gram. 


4.—Ag-riuultural Experiments, 

The work of experiment and demonstration was carried on at the following agricCTltural 
stations and farms :—Surat j Nadiad (Kaiia) j Muv^lia (Panch Mahals) ; Dliulia (West Khan- 
deph); Dh^rwiir; Kiikee, Mdnjri, Lonavla and Bardmati (Poona) ; Mii*purkhda and Danlatpur 
(Sind). The unfavourable season interfered with the success of many of the experiments,, 
especially^ those with cotton and n'ce. 


Cotton. 


Experiments w-ere carried out during the year with the following varieties of cotton •_ 

American, Cambodia, Egyptian, tree cottons, indigenous cottons and hybrid cottons. With 
respect to the cotton hybrids grown on the Surat Farm and the Egyptian cotton in Sind a 
slight set-back has to be refcorded in the expectatious previously formed. As re«*ard3 the 
former, results shew that considerable variation is going on amongst these hybrids, and that 
w'hile the relative advantage in quality which some of them have over th&; ordinary Suit! 
variety is_high, the ginning percentage is steadily falling. Until they shew greater signs of 
stability it is impossible to speak with certainty of the prospective profits. Steps have been 
taken to put the work of hybridization on a sounder foundation. Meanwhile many of the 
hybrids shew great promise., As regards Egyptian cotton, it is now proved that it wilkonly 
pay the cultivator if grown in lands quite fi-ee from salt, and in rotation with berseem as in 
Egypt. There must also be far better cultivation than is usually practised in Sind, and proper 
water-supply, American cottons have given good results at DhSrw^r and in Sind, Cambodias 
at Dlidrwar and Surat, and tree cottons, especially the Bombay variety, at Dh^lrw^r, Surat anj^' 
Kadi^. In view of the comparative failure of Broach cotton under irrigation in the Deccan 
the efforts to extend its use were not repeated this year. But a most successful attempt was 
made to introduce it into Dharwar, where it offers a substantial advantage to the cultivator 
. over the locally grown Kumpta cotton. In the present year 16,000 lbs. of'Broach cotton seed' 
^ from Navtdri have been sown in the Southern Mar^tha C ountry.

Experiments to demonstrate the effect of various manures on the outturn and on the 
quality of were carried out at Manjri and Bdramati. S ulpLatc of ammonia not previGuslv 
tiled with this crop, gave the best result as to yield of cane and net profit.

Tagfli wag liberally distributed in the Deccan and Karnatak last year ae a means of 
assisting cultivators in their recovery from the effects of previous scarcity* This year, with a 
return to more normal conditions, the demand for sunk assi^stance was gi-eatly reduced. Hence 
the large decrease in grants under both Acts in those districts, and in the total figures. The 
increase noticeable in the retums for Ahinedabad and Kau-a is attributed partly to an un¬ 
favourable season and partly to the introduction of the Deccan Agriculturists^ Uelief Act, whiohj 
hy restricting the rayats’credit witn Btlvhdrs, iiiereaseil the demand for Governnent loans* 
Grants under Act XIX of 18S3 were, as usual, expended mainly on wells and works for the 
improvement of water-su|ply.

1* There were 4 second class and 20 third class observatories, against 7 and 17 respectively 
last year, those at Karwdr, Sholdpur and Deesa baviog been reduced to the status of third 
class observatories, 

2. Breaks in observations occurred only at Belgaum and Jdmnagar. From 2nd September 
'' 1907 the Daily Weather Report was published in a revised form. The statement of ^^infallat 

stationB on the G. L P. and other Railways was discontinued from. 1st October 1907. In its 
place a statement of rainfall at 12 selected stations in the Presidency is now published bi-weekly 
throughont the year, not as before during the monsoon only. The preparation of rainfall data 
for years prior to 1890 is in progress, the telegraphic Weather and Crop Reports were 
published as usual. 926 vessels arrived in port, 1,772 comparisons of barometers were made and 
11,3S6 days^ logs copied.

Nofcieealle features. 1, The tno&t noticeable features were (1) the late arrival of the monsoon and its abnormally 

slow extension iuland, (2) Rs feebleness, except for a brief period, and extremely early with¬ 
drawal, (3) the deficiency in the rainfall during the cold weather period. 

2. The monsoon broke on the Konkaii Coast on the lltb June, but this lu-st advance,, 
though^ accompanied by a cyclonic storm which caused a heavy fall in Sind, was produotive of 
little rain in the rest of the Presidency. The second advance, in the wake of the first, established 
monsoon conditions on the West Coast. The extension inland was unusually slow. Though 
there was some rainfall in Gujardt and Kdthidwiir in the early part of June, it wag not tilj. near 
the end of July that monsoon conditions were fully established inlihose areas. In the third week 
of July the current appreciably strengthened, and from that time till the third week in Au<^ust 
there was a heavy rainfall in most parts of the Presidency. By the 22nd of August^^the 
monsoon currect bad withdi'awn altogether from the interior. The total rainfall for th^ 
period J line to September was in excess in Sind, and normal in the Konkan, the Deccan, Gnjar^t 
and Kathidwdr, in spite of the fact that the duration of the mongoou in the latter two districts 
was only C weeks instead of 14. 

During the retreating south-west monsoon parloi—October to December—ramtall was 
coniined “ the Koukau and the Deccan, and was very scanty even there. The awgrecrate 
- cold weather period—J auuary to March—was normal in Sind, GQiai'dt°aua 
Jijithmwar, but in defect everywhere else,

9,—Prices. 

The prices of food-grains rose considerably in erery district of the Presidency and Sind. 
The average quantity purchasable per rupee both of jowari and bdjri was less than last year by 
4 seers in Giijar.lt, 3 seers in the Deccan and 1 seer in the Karnltak,* and less than normal 
by b’l, 6‘S and &7 seers in the case of jowlri and 3'7, 4 and 7 seers in the case of bljri. Tn 
Sind the quantity of jowari p rchasable per rupee was 6 seers and the quantity of bljri 5 seers 
less than last year. Low stocks, a poor season and a large demand from Upper India probably 
account for the high prices. The rice ci op was fair and the price advanced only by 1 to 2 seers 
per rupee in the Prtsidency proper and 2 to 3 seers per rupee in Sind. Imports of Burma rice, 
received on a large scale in previous years, were apparently diverted to other province'^ The 
prices of wheat ad\anced by 2 to 3 seers per rupee in Gnjardt, 1 to 3 seers in the DecoanI 1 to 
2 seers in the Karaatak and 2 to 4 seers in Sit id. In the case cf gram the rise was much the 
Bamc. The price of jdgri was on the whole abo;e normal. The outturn of cotton showed a 
decrease of 42 per cent, compared with last year, but was still 13 per cent, above the average. 
Prices ot the Broach and Dh«irwd,r varieties fc41 by 3 and 2'4> per cent, respectively, but there- 
was a rise of 7*6 per cent, in the prices of the Khindesh varieties. 

Wages. 


The high rates of wages prevailing last year were either maintained or exceeded in 
every distikfc except ShoJapur, Bij^pur and Dhdrw^r. There was a noticeable rise in the 
wages of l‘oth skilled and unskilled labour in Kaira, the Panch Mahals, Broaah, Khdndesh 
and parts of the Konkau, especially Kold.ba. Skilled labour commanded high's! wages than, 
last year in Ahmednagar and Bel gaum. In Sind there was a rise in the wages of skilled 
labour in Karachi and the Upper Sind Frontier, of unskilled labour in Sukkur, and of both 
skilled and unskilled labour in Thar and Pd!,rkar. The principal cause of the increase waa the 
same everywhere, that the demand exceeded the supply. Cotton and other mills in Gujardt 
and Kh^ndesh, and the manganese mines in the Panch Mahals offered employment for a 
larger number of hands. Commercial and industrial expansion draws an ever increasing stream 
of labourers to Bombay from the Konkan and the Deccan, and in Sind, K^a’dchi has much the- 
Bame attiaction,^ The standard of wages for agricultural labour remained high: industrial*™^ 
competition diminished the supply and it is reported that the liberal suspensions of revenue 
granted this year enabled many of those who remained in the villages to maintain themselves.

Iti the Bijapnr Diripion, 123 square miles of forests 
formerly classed as" Pasture Reserve and administered by the Eevenue Department were 
handed ov^jr to the Forest Department under Government Resolution No. 11152j dated 16th 
November 1907. 

2. Outer boundaries to a leng’tb of 529 miles were demarcated at a cost of Rs. 4,409* 

3. The Working Plan of tbe Bhagavati Mundki High-forests, ai’ea 16,01S‘20 aores, was 
sanctioned in Government Besolution No. 12313, dated 13th December 1907. The plans for 
the ilundgod High-fo.ests aud the Miiudgod Teak poles forests were teubmitted to Govo^metlfc. 
The plan for the Tab palm forests of H-rndvar range is in the press. Field-work in conn&tioa 
with the An bo la High-forests wa? completed and the repoir is cow in course of preparation. 

^4, The number of prosecutions decreased from 387 to 322 and the percentage of convic- 
tions was 81 against S3 in the previouR year. The number of offences compounded was 1,879 
against 2,179 in 1906-1907 and the compensation recovered was Ee, 3,981, showing an increase 
of Es.

4.—Sind Circle. 

1, The area of Reserved Forests increased by 16 square miles aud 187 acres and amounted 

to 1,104 square miles and 551 acres at the close of the year. There was no changeiu the areaof ^ 
Protected Forests, which stood at auivs. Under Reserved Forests 19 square miles aud 
026 acres were made over to the Forest Department in the shape of fresh alluvial accretions^ 
whilst 15 square miles a*id 652 acres were swept away by the river. 

2. External bonndaries were demarcated to a length of 6? miles and repairs were carried 
out over a length of 1,^1 miles. The work was done by free labour in exchange for certain 
privileges granted by the Forest Department. luternal boundaries consisting of rides 20 feet 
in width were cut over a length of 75 running miles* 

8. The operations of the Forest Contour-Savvey extended over an ai'ca of 167 square' 
miles or 970 linear miles, the average daily outturn being 8*8 miles against 6*4 miles (hiving 
the previous year. The area awaiting forest settlement at the commencement of the y^’ was 
36,478 acres and a further area of 5,51-3 acres was notified under Section 4 of the'rlfu^ 
For^&t Act during the year, making in all 42,021 acres Out of this 16,133 acres weie declared 
Reserved Forest during the ytar under report, and 593 acres were eroded before the land w^s 
notified under section 19, leaving 25,21)5 acres still undergoing settlement. The Working Plans'^ 
Report of the Subkur Division was sanctioned by Goverumeot. 'I’he whole of the Sind, forests-^ 
with tbe exception, of new-formed accretions are now under organized working. 

4. Sixty-seven cases were tried by Magistrates against 90 last year. Fifty resulted^ in 
conviction and 17 in acquittal and the percentage of failure was 26*4 against l3'3iuthe 
preceding year. Including the cases ot illicit graziug the number of offences compoundeip''^^ 
under Section 67 of the Indian forest Act was 1,607, a decrease of 120, and the amounS' 
recovered as compensation was Rs. 2,S74.

Toe Gokak Palls Alills 
Company in He!gaum are contemplating the erection of a giuning faetory to be worked by 
electric power derived from the turbine station .it the foot of the falls. Rice and Bonr mills 
prospered on the whole, but business su^ered in Tli4na owing to poor crops and in 8ukkur 
owing to the low’ mandatiou Two new rice-cleaniiLg factories started w.-rk in Larkdna, and a 
large factory for pressing fodder to supply the Q-netta garrisoa and for cleaning rice was 
erected at Jacobabad, The fl uir mill at M rpurkhas was working for the first time. There 
^ .AKas no remarkable development of new iadustries, but the establishment of a maten factory at 
Dhdrw^r, a tile factory in the Kanara District and a si Ik-worm farm near Belgautu deserve 
mention. ^J'he butter factories in Ahmedabad enjoyed a prosperous year, as did also the Reay 
Paper Alills in Poona and the Otirpjc and Rug h'aofcory in Ahmednagar. The extensive 
building operations in and about Bombay and the new dock schemed have given a strong 
impetus to the brick-making industry, especially in Thd^na, and Imd has been applied for on 
Trombay Island for a cement factory. The growth of the chaicaal industry in Thkna continues, 
much to the detriment of the fornst growth in malki landa. Ljrge Governmect works in 
Poona led to great activity in the building trade there. In all districts matiy of the minor 
local industnes, especially jew,::llei,s' work and weaving, were stimulated by the abnormal 
immbt^r of marriagts, and the copper a id bra^s pots of NAsik had a specially good sale owing 
to the p^ivhast Fair. The efforts t.eing made to assist the hand-weaving indusbry by the 
’ improved methods an \ implements .ire still in the experimental stage. The Local

Imports of merchandise 
expanded by 17*7 per cent, to 44'SO crores, the improvement being most marked under Articles- 
Manufactured and Partly Manufactured Bxiii Metals and Manufactures thereof 
irtcrenreB of 3 and 2-75 crores respectively. Exports of Indian merchandise rose by 7*3 per cent, to 
45’S9 cTores, the most notable increases being under Rato Materials and Jlnirtavufactured Articles^ 
especially Cotton and Seeds. The movements in recorded values do not, however, i ^essa rily 
represent eorrespnnding variations in the volume of trade, owing to the great alteration rices 
during the last 30 years. Under imports, all items except Aniline Ryes and Cotton Grey Piece'' < 
goods ^ho\v an advance in price over l«^t year. Under exports, the prices of Wheats 
Castor Seeds^ Cotton Ttoist and Tarn, and Cotton White Piece-goods have declined, while on tlm 
other hand the important items of Cotton and Seeds (other than Castor) have advanced in priwa® 
If the average prices had been the same in 1907-1908 as in 1906-1907 the value of the import 
trade would have been 43*16 crores instead of 44*80 crores, and of exports of Indian merebaudieo 
44’86 instead of 45‘89 crores. That is, the actual increase in volume is 13*43 per cent, m the 
case of imports and 6 per cent, in the case of exports, not 17*7 per cent, and 7'3 per

4^574, respectively, were spent on the preliminary investigations in connection with the 
water-supplies for AJhmednagar and JMAsik. In the Belgaum District, progress continued an 
the construction of a well at Eenkatti in the Parasgad TAlnka, the total expenditure incurred 
amounting to Rs. 4,075. An expenditure of Rs, 624 was incurred on trial borings and making 
arrangements for gauging springs in connection with the water-supply to the Lunatic Asylum 
and town of Ratnagiri, In the BijApur District, the construction of wells at Niralkari and 
Adgal was m progress, the total expenditure being Rs. 2,904 and Es. 3,305, respectively. 

Improvements ufc the Subhedar Tank at Sunag and to the tanks at Revinmatti, Kerur, 

Amin gad, Donuur and Bad Ami were also in progress. The expenditure during the year aggre¬ 
gated Ra. 5,841 and the total expenditure to the end of the year amounted to Rs. 30,775, In 
the Northern Hyderabad Canals District five wells were constructed at different places on the 
NasTSt Canal at a total cost of Rs, 3,365. An expenditure of Rs. 150 was incurred on the 
preliminary survey for the preparation of the plane and estimates for the improvement of the 
Hyderabad (Sind) water-supply (Deporit Contribation).

The seven low level and on* of the upper sluices were completed and 
the masonry work carried to K. L. llO or 5S feat below top of dim. Tho Northern wpiste weir 
and-4;he Southern weir ior half its length were built up to within 1} teet of sill luvel. The 
Southern earthen embankment was complete 1 and the Northern emhauk-oeut was in progress. 
The expenditure during the year was Es. 3,06,^24). On the Girna Left Bank Canal, the masonry 
works up'to mile 13 and the earthwork of tho canal were completadj the expenditure during the 
year being Rs. 80,105. 

The masonry waste ;weir of the "Waghad Tank wa^ practically completed during the year 
and the tank will be in a position ta store water to its full supply this rainy season. The 
expenditure during the year was Bs. 43,039. 

Godaveri Irrigation District. 

The Godaveri Canal Project estimated to cost Rs, 95,61,044^ including indiiect ohavrresjwaa 
sanctioned by the Secretary of State in 1903-07 and works wore regularly commenced in 
Pebruary 1907. The project consists of— 

(ll A Storage reservoir on the River Darna, near Asvali in the Nasik District. 


(2) A- pick-up weir on the River Godaveci at Naudur-Madhmeshwar from which two 
canals are to be taken off, w. ;— 


(3) A canal on the Right Bank 72 miles long, and 
^ (4j A canal on the Left Bank 50 miles long. 

Those canals are intended to irrigate a total area of 63,919 acres in the Nflsik and Ahmed- 
nagar Collect orates, the area, under command of both canals being 239,308 acres. The Inspec¬ 
tion bungalow and service road to the dam were almost completed. The dam itself made very 
good progress, the whole of the masonry work up to water level on the main nalla being com¬ 
pleted and the foundations of the rest of the dam commenced in long lengths. 

A At the head-works at Nandur-Maclhmeshwar, the Inspection bungalow and earthwork of 
the service road were nearly completed. The fouudationg of the weir were pushed forward and 
concrete and’^asonty commenced in Pebtuary 1903 ; good progress was made. Excavation for 
tj[^p Right Bank Canal was in progress in the first 30 miles by the end of July 1907 and was 
"extended to the 50th mile in November 1907 and is nearly completed in the first 22 mil^. 
]^asonry works in the first five miles were commenced. On the Left Bank Canal, orders to 
commence which were received in January 1908, arrangements to commence work were made.

Funds were not sufficient for work along the whole project, and the limited amount 
available is being spent on providing masonry works to the Bight Bank Canal and bringing 
a portion into use, as soon as possible. ^ 

'Poona Irrigatto}i District. 

An estimate amounting to Rb. 1,00,002 for making a portion of the Mutha Canal water¬ 
tight was Eauctioned during the year. The object of the work is to try and stop percolation 
from the portion cr the canal above Poona City. The canal will be widened so as^to have a 
capacity of about 1,000 cusecs with a full supply depth cf 10 feet, and the bed and sides of the 
canal will be liuEd with 6 inches of mortar. As it is not feasible to close the caual^ the^ork-will 
be carried out in lengths of 500 feet, the water in the canal being diverted through a corrugated 
iron fiuine 500 feet in length placed in a cutting on the upper bank of the canal. The 
exflpDditure during the year was 11,94-4 on the flume and diversiou, 

Bccondt Irrigation Works. 

Of Second Class Irrigation’Works in the Ndsik and Ahmednagar District, 38 bandharas 
were repaired at a total cost of Rs. 37,214. Four ‘ kutcha ^ bandharas were converted^into 
pukha' ones and the work of converting another was in progress. In West Khitudesli the 
restoration of the Dhanvat Bandhara in Nava pur Peta was in progress as well as repairs to the 
Pimpalner, Nadipar and Kusumba Upper bandharas, the total amount spent being Bs. 14,475.

*that th« supply was insufficient to meet the full^deinand in the rabi season and partly to the 
demand for water for monsoon crops being low owing to seasonable rainfall. The gross revenue 
is, hpwever, the largest on lec&rd, • 

• Owing to breaches in the Nira Canal the Shefcphal Tank could not be filled and water 
could therefore :not be given for rabi crops outside tlnj blocks for which there was much demand. 

Tb^iigures given by the Executive Engineer for the Mhaswad Tank are only approximate, but 
iheie appears be a very substantial and satisfactory increase in both the area and revenue 
due i)L-incipally to increased rates and to demand for water owing to Want of timely raiht'all. 

In the case of Productive works collectively the area irrigated was about the average of the 
last 10 years hut there was a substantial ristj of over Rs. 65jOUO on. the gross assessed revenue. 

Eor Ekruk Tank, the area and revenue are the largest on record. On the Kadwa River system 
there was a rise in the revenue of about Ks. 3,1391. 

Under Minor Works and Navigation there is an increase in the area and a substantial rise 
of Rs. ^4j|^00 in the revenue. Most of tbe works coutrlbutc to this but there is a falling off 
both in area and revenue in the case of the Matoba Ta:ik and Ojhar Canal. This is due in 
both cases to the want of demand for water for monsoon crops owing to the seasonablo rainfall 
in the early part of the rainy season. The slight falling off in the area in the case of the 
Bhadalwadi Tank is due to short supply in the tank during the rabi season, but Shirsuphal 
Tank^on the contrary shows an increase due to better supply m the rabi season. The* Mhaswa 
Tank, Jamda Canals, Parsul Tank and Bhafcodi Tank, the Sholapur Tanks—^Ashti, Koregaon 
and Pathri, all show satisfactory increases, that of Ashti being most marked and being due to 
monsoon rain providing replenishments which were used as the rabi rains failed. On the whole, 
the increase in area under the Heads jMajor Works—Protective, Productive, and Minor Works 
amounted to 8,099 acres and the increase in revenue to Rs. 2,44,963. 

(o) Inipovtimt events have cc&uffed concerning worhs. 

There wer^no events of much importance to record during the year. The rainfall generally 
was not very satisfactory, the late rams failing in most places. Exceptiouallv heavy and intense 
rainfall fell at Sholdpur on July Kith when 6-36 indies fell in4J hours The Executive Engineer 
rex>orts that the Negretti and Zamhra automatic rain-gauge in the compound of his office 
plaihiy showed that from 8-13 to 10-30 p.m. tbe rainfall was 5'87 Inches or at the rate of 2’6 
inches pei' hour for 2i hours. To show how variable the rainfaU in this tract of country ia, 
the rainfall at Hiperga 5 miles away was only 4‘36 inches and it did not extend over the 
catchment area of the Ekruk Tank which received a replenishment of 3 feet depth only. 

(c) Engineciing (Questions that have arisen. 

Twelve automatic gates similar to those which have proved so satisfactory at Lake Pife 
have been erected at the Waghad Tank and 68 similar gates for the masonry dam at Ghankapur 
have been received from England and are being taken to the site and it is hoped will be erected 
next working season. The experiments made to aseertaiu the line of saturation of various 
earthen dams were continued- 

The Executive Engineer, Sholapur, has made some careful experiments regarding the 
losses by evajJoration and absorption in the case of the Pathri Tank. This tank was selected, 
as at present a very small discharge is being let out. for irrigation, so that the losses were less 
likely to be influenced by any possibility of error in the discharge from the tank. The results 
ars given^n the following table and would seem to show that the looses are really much 
more than have been generally allowed for in Tank projects in the Deccan ;— 

iTable showing the observed depth of losses in feet due to evaporation and absorption in 
^ the Pathri Tanh 3 nionth by mouthy during the year 1007. 
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The failure of the October lains no doubt accounted for the high figure of evaporation in 
thSt month. The somewhat low figures for the months of July, August and September are, 
tho Executive Engineer thinks and this is no doubt the case, due to small rainfall over the are's- 
oT the tank itself which did not produce any run-off from the catchment and so caused an 
apparent deci'ease in evaporation and absorption. Experiments were also made to find the 
losses on'*tlie Mhaswad Canal due to evaporation and absorption by gauging the discharges in 
sections when all tho outlets were closed. The results are shown below in equivalent discharges 
expressed in cubic feet per second for each million square feet of wetted surface of canal t

Plans and estimates for enlarging the water-supply main to Yerdvda Central Prison and 
for providing a complete set oE steam pumping masbinery for use at the Poona Water-Supply 
Station were submitted to Government during the year. The eetiniate for the former work 
amounts to Ps, 59,298 and for the latter, to Rs. 73,889, 

In the East Khandesh District, besides the gauging of the Rivers Aner at Gan^r, ^Manad 
at Saigaou and Tapti near Bhuedval, carried out on behalf of the Superintending Engineer on 
Special Duty (Protective AVorks), the River Wagbur was gauged at Raipui'j in connection with 
the proposed storage tank at Raipur in the Jalgaon T^luka. A considerable number of projects 
drawn up^by the Special Duty Overseers on the preparation of famine programme of village 
works were examined and disposed of during the year. In the West IChandesh District^ the 
rivers Bori at Purmapada^ Arunawati at Karwand and K!an at Khandbara were gauged in oon- 
neefcion with Btoraa-e tanks. The completion of the Karwand Project is in abeyance, but the- 
Purmapada and Khandbara Projects are in hand. Surveys for improvements to a number of 
bandliaras and channels in the^ Nasik and Ahmeduagar Irrigation District were in progress 
during the year. 


At the village of Chandnapuri in the San gamner T:iluka q£ the Ahmednagai' ,ColleGtorate,

The block system of irrigation introduced on the Nira Canal continued to work ^tis- 
factorily. An experiment on the distribution of water by time and measurement on Distri¬ 
butary ISTcr 2^ of the Nira Canal, which has about 200 acres of sugarcane under it, has been 
ordered. Arrangements were made Eor the measurement and distribution of the water for the 
expeiimeut. 

Tl:^ telegraph line on the TSTira Canal continued to prove oE great assistance in the efficknt 
regulation of the discharge of the canal.

This was the second year of the operation of the Special Duty Division established 
temporarily for the preparation of a programme of plans and estimates for famine works 
comprising "Tanks''’, works of the nature of "Laud improvement'”, such as "Terraxsing 
sloping ground " Field Embankments'' and " Levelling ground cut up by numerous 
Ravines.” 

The operations during the year were carried out on a very large scale, six Sub-Divisions 
each in charge of an officer were constituted, 

Programmea for practically the whole of the Deccan w^ere finally completed and the 
districts vacated. Good progress was also made in the two Khdndesh Distiicts. The three 
districts of Gajai’dt ware commenced at the end of the year and in a short time the whole of the 
staff wdll he concentrated in Gujardt. 

Projects for 412 lacs of rupees were submitted to Government and for a f^irther siun ^ 
of 299 Lcs of rupees have been received in the Head Office and are being worked up, making 
a grand total of Rs. 711 lacs. 

In addition to the above, a number of projects were partially completed or were uudar

The special surveys for Protective Irrigation works in the Bombay-Deocan were continued »> 
dunng the year.

The Gokdk Canal Project submitted in the previous year was returned by the Government 
of India for certain alterations in the alignment. ^ 

The principal projects investigated were the Mula, the Knkadi Left Bank Canal, the 
Ghatprabha Right Bank Canal and the possibility of a large Godaveri Left Bank Canal. ^ 

Preliminary investigations were completed for the Krishna and the Kadwa projects. 

The following is a brief account of the progress of the surveys during the year « 

The Godarcri Left Contours were run for the Palkhed Tank to ascertain the volume^ obtainable : this ^as 

found to be about 9,000 million cubic feet. A canal contour 88 miles iu length was «

been completed, and the information obtained shows that the scheme is a very promising one and Canal Project, 
likely to command nearly 800,000 acres. 

The Daddl Tank, which is to serve both the Gokak and the Gliatprabha Right R^uk Gli.-itprabha storage 
Canals, has been completely surveyed foi' a storage of 45,000 million cubic feet. The maximum a* Dailcii. .» 
height of the masonry dam will be about 129 feet above the bottom of the founrlatioda, which 
.are satisfactory. 

For the Mula projeot the lino of canal wag surveyed, the bead works and upper length of MaUProject. 
canal having been determined previously. 

iNo new gauges were fixed during the year. The existing gauges were maintained, and Ram ami River 
nrrangementjs are being made to hand over this work to the Executive Engineers of the

wells were selected for observation during the year. Orders have since been received to stop 
this work, except on projects sanctioned.

The works provided for m 
rtie^eslim^e have btfeu completedj^and a revised estimate for improvfng tjjodistributiofi and*- 
giving greater facilities for commumcation \i n^w under consideration of Governments The 
canal conbinnes tft work satisf'actoTily. * «

^ The improvements to this canal estimated to cost about lakhs have been completed 
without any excess over the estimate. It worked very satisfactorily considering the poor 
nature of the inundation. 

This canal has once more fallen upon evil days^ as the river has cut into the feeder channel, 
which pr^sviously gave such an excellent supply, and, owing to the erosion, hiuch silt and 
bnishwooil was carried into the canal. An attempt was made in May to remove a silt deposit 
in a length of about 1,200 feet at the mouth by means of tbe dredger Mudlark, but the dredger 
could not remove the clayey deposit. The first rush of water into tbe canal, however, removed 
this silt in a few hours. The Executive Engineer reports that at two places in the 11th mile 
the canal has deepened its channel by scour, while the width has been deer eased by heavy silt 
deposits at tbe sides. The supply throughout tbe season was very poor and ilever reached 
full supply level. Rotation was freely resorted to in order to distribute the wa^'erefairly 
amongst the different branches. The sum of about Rs. 10,700 was spent on coastrucling 
mj^enry Knrria heads in order to improve the distribution of the water. 

This very successful canal gave an excellent supply throughout*.the season in spite of the 
poor inundation. 

n- 

The eonatruction o? the Choi branch ex-mile G was complebed with the exception ot the 
distributaries aud tbs new head regulator for the main canal was commenced. On the whole 
the canal worked very w^ellj but the extra supply had to be curtailed owing to the injury by 
scour, which had been caused in previous years^ by passing down more water than the canal is 
adapted to cany.^ Amove equitable djstribufcion of the water in the lower reaches was effected 
by Tedneing the sizes of some of the Kurria heads, and the tail portion received a late supply 
for rabi. ^ ^ 

Two small distributaries costing about Rs. 3,600 each were completed and seven others 
were commenced, the object of these is to regulate the supply and check waste. The canal 
worked well throughout the inundation. The project for improving this canal has been kept 
in abeyance, as it will probably be included in the propo sed Right Bank Canal System. 

The GMr naonth was not opened until the 14th June, owing to the new roid bridge in the 
10th mile not having been completed. It worked as well as could be expected considering the 
very low inundation. The Eordwah mouth was opened on tlia Ist June and worked very 
sathfactorily. The area cultivated on the Ghdr will probably be considerably less than usuah 

The widening of the New Akil mouth, estimated to cost Rs. 1,68,060, has now been 
completed. This canal and its branches worked remarkably well considering the low inunda¬ 
tion, but the area cultivated is probably considerably less than usual. This is principally due 
to damage done by the heavy rain in June which flooded a large area (about 20 dehs) of fertile 
land and did a considerable amount of injury in other ways. 

In the ShihArpnr Canals District, the head regulators in the new loophnnd for the Chiti 

Garang Canals were practically completed at a cost of Es. 8;390 each, and in the Karachi 
Distnot, four small regulators we constructed at a total coat of Rs. 7,913. The principal 
canals in the Karachi District, rifi. the Pmyari. Baghar, Kalri, Laikpur, Satta KlSnto and* 
A-okawaii worked satii-factorily considering the poor inundation, uevenheless the crops suffered 
erfensLvetj, In the Sight Bank Division, about one-tenth only of the cultivation la by hi: - 
whereas, tor the Lett Bank, the proportion is about one-third, consequently the loss duo'" to a 

poor inundation is greater on the Right than in the Left Bank Division. '

The progress on the large Ghonspnr Loop to the north of the Begari was not satisfactory 
owing to scarcity of labour. Dor the same reason, the loop from mile 5/4 to 12/4 of the Sntkur 
Began Band was not completed, and erosion hy the river being more rapid than was expeoted 
ttie front bund was carried away and the flood water passed through the incomplete new loop. 
Tins oceurred on the 19th of August, hut as the river fell, the iuunclation bsiog a very bad odW 
no serious damap was done. It is estimated that the revenue which will be deriv Jtrom the 
flooded land ill considerably exceed the loss due to the destruotioa of kharif oiXa After 
the inundation arrangements were made to complete this work and to increase the heierbt b- 

^ feet, also to construct a loop from 4/3 to 6. The progress on these works and also on the

^ Tha-T^ and Hiril Canalsj which are all perennial^ exceptintr the Khipra and the Heran. The 
annual cultivation is above 3401000 acres^ of which 80 per ceut.ns by flow inigation. 


The I^ata commands 275j500 acres of culturahle laud. The cultivation during the year The 
wasaboet 35^001) acres against last year’s abnormal area 147^085 acres, which was mainly due 
to fibnds, as the average for the last 10 years is 57,577 acres. The Nara suffered much "from 
insufficiency oLwater owdng to a very low inundation, and to a large mimbor of snag^ in. its 
bed and sand banks near its mouth. The work of removing these snags and sand banka was 
in progress during the year under repoit. The Nara wa:s niaiutaiued at a Cvisfc of Rs. 53,140 
of which Rs. 29,999 were spent on raising and strengthening the Rata Bund. 


The Mithrao Canal and its branches were maintalued at a coat of Rs. 36,212 against ^hhrao Canal, 
Rfl. 23j000 last year. The work of deopening" the reuraining 24 feet of the new mouth 
referred t^in. last yeai'^s report was not earned out, but groynes were constructed which, it is 
Roped,havD a gecd rcBulfc. The cultivation on this canal was about D7,.500 acres against 
last year’s 143,263 and the average of the picceding 10 years which was 154,031. The 
shortage in cultivation is due to defleiency of water coming down the Kdra. There w^is 
deficiency of water in the rabi season also W'hich necessitated rotation between the Jamrao 
and Mithrao. 


The canal was opened on 16th May and the full supply was reached on the 15th August. Hiral Canal. 
It commands 38,390 acres of eultumble area. The area under cultivation tUia year was about 
13j934 acres against last year’s area of 22,758 a:ires and 14,(i00 acres estimated to he cultivated 
annually according to the forecast statement. The cultivation in the first three years’ working 
of the canal, i,e.j for 1903-1904, 1904-1906 and 1906 -Tj 06 was 23,667, 31,438 and 36,158 
acres, respectively. The decrease in this year’s cultivation is due to deficiency of water- 
, supply. " ^ 

The canal and its branches were maintained in good order at a cost of Rs, 5,008. 

An area of 220 acres was allotted during the year in extension of esisting holdingB. 

'The cultivation on. the Herau, Thar and Khipra Canals was about 1,590,47,400 and 4,290 
acres as against 2,523, 58,228 and 7,920 acres of the previous year and 2,324, 59,70i and 4,878 
acres, the average of the last 10 years- The Thar Oaual did not work satisfactorily on account 
of insuffi<jienoy of water and consequently the area of cultivation was very small and the crops 
bad. The Khtpra too did not get a sufficient supply. 

The capital expenditure was Rs. 38,466, mainly incurred in raising the hanks of the Jam Jamrfifo Oansi- 
Sahlb Minor, constructing a record room and Telegraph Office at Mirpurkh^s, improving the 
Slid class^ chowkiee at Mirpurkhas, 84th Mile Main Canal, 32nd and 42nd miles West 
Branch, and in constructing clerks' quarters at all the bungalows in the southern part of 
the Distiuct. 

The canal and its minors were maintained in good order at a cost of Rs. 1,56,145. 

The conditions at the Head woi'ks are satisfactory. The groynes in the first 10 miles 
have been maintained in good order and continue to act satisfactorily. The caual was not 
specially (4osecl for repairs this year, but during the frequent rotations with the Mithrao, due 
to^the deficiency of water in the Ndra, and during the closure of the Nt'ira Supply Channel for 
cleamnce in the N^ra, all masonry works were inspected and naceBsaiy repairs carried out. 

Cerraiu minors on which there is a great deal of lift irrigation were cleared this year as the 
fluctuation of the water-supply due to closures for rotation caused them to silt to a considerable 
extent. 

The area cultivated during the year under report was about 217,600 acres, as compared 
withdast year’s area of 261,094 acres and 228,564 acres the average of the past S years. This 
"• large decrease was entirely in the area under rabi and was due to deficiency of water. 

No new colonists were imported from the Punjab. An area of 2,261 acres was, however, 
given to lelai/iveB of Punjabis already settled on the canal, who had come to Sind in the hope 
of receiving grants. Besides this an allotment of 13,216 acres was made during the year, of 
wf>ich 4,5U3 acres were given in extension of existing holdings, 2,698 acres to zemindars specially 
recommended, 1,350 acres to junior Taipurs, 1,557 acres to Military Pensioners and 1,109 
-acres toother colonists. 


* Owing to the river remaining steady at its month and to excellent supply from its new Dad Canal, 

feeder, fhe Dad Canal worked well during the year under report, On account of the low 
inundation the water-supply in the canal was distributed by rotation towards the end of the 
abkalani, and this did immense good to the crops, but the necessity of a permanent head is 
much felt^ as stated* in last year’s report. Owing to the canal working favourably, the 
cultivation is gradually increasing aiQid the project anticipations may he realised. The Dhand,

Nearly all the land to be cultivated ou this canal has been given out, and the 
cultivation on it has been increasing every year, though the cultivation, during the year under 
report, is less than the last yearns by about 50,000 acreg, owing to the low inundation and to 
the erosion at the head of its feeder the Lundi Dband. This fluctuation in cultivation and in 
the working of the canal must continue till the Rohri-Hyderabad Canal gives it a permanent 
head. A few breaches occurred, hut were quickly closed. 

The capital expenditure of the year which amounted to Rs. 36,433 was moulded*" on (1) 
converting a bridge into a ]‘egalator in mile 41 on the road from Hyderabad to llohri, (2) ^ 
regulator in mile 10 of Amurji, (3) a combined bridge and regulator in mile 7 of Ghakarwah.

An area of 11,292 acres was given out during the year, of which 6,901 acres were given 
to Sindhi zemindars specially recommended, 4,703 acres in extension of holdings, 462 acres to 
junior Talpiirs, 16S acres to Military Pensioners, and 58 acres in satisfaction of barani 
claims.

The capital expenditure on the Fuleli amounted to Es, 4,039 and was inCniTed.ou construct¬ 
ing karia heads on the Gaja Canal Extension, The Gaja Extension with its ijraaches worked e 
satisfactorily, the cultivation on it during 1906-1907 ,being 8,330 acres and the revenue 
Es. 17,031. The iigures for 1907-1908 are not available but it is anticipated that they will he 
a little less than those of 1906-1907 as the inundation was poor. 

The Puleli and its branches were maintained in good order at a cost of Es. 78,817. 

A sum of Es. 12,000 was spent on the construction of five subordinates^ chowkies, of 
which three are completed and two in progress. 

The cultivation on the Euleli was about 390^000 acres against last yearns area of 417,182 
and 379,808 acres, the average of the preceding 10 years. Large areas of land are Ipng 
waste ill the Tando Bago and Badin Talukas for want of water, which cannot be cultivated^ 
unless the supply in the Puleli is increased. The proposed Eoliri-Hyderabad Canakwill assist 
cultivation on the Enleli by relieving it (jf a large portion of the area now under it, ‘which will 
allow the whole of its supply to be used for tbe eoufchorn portion. 

This canal was opened on 3rd June and flowed throughout the inundation season with a 
sufficient_supply. It worked satisfactorily with the exception of a small area at its head where . 
the land is high.

All^rveys earned out under the supervision of the Superintending Engineer, Indus River W’orkp. 
Commission, are classed under the bead mentioned above. 

During the year, the usual topographical surveys were made, aggregating about 416 unles 
in length. 

The river surveys comprised nearly the whole length from the northern boundary oE Sind 
to Sukkur, a portion near the Ghdr Canal, where a great deal of erosion has taken place 
recently, then the stietcli from Lundiivah down to Puranodero and finally most of the length 
from Jherruck to the bifurcation. In addition to the above topographical work, about 10 
miles of hydographical survey was done at the bifurcation of the river. 

The survey of the Qhudu and Khariri Dhuuda in the extreme north was made again. 

It is impQffeant to watch the changes taking place in these feeders to the Maliiwah aud 
other Government canals. They lie beyond the boundary of the Province of Sind, and 
timely arrangements must be made for supply in case of silting up. 

The usual inspection of the Khairpur boundary pillars was carried out during the KHiairpnr

It is now apparent that the deep rocky gorge between Bukkur aud Sukkur becomes 
comparatively shallow on the line 1,200 feet above the original section. The lowest observed 
rock level on the former is R. L. 134 and on the latter R. L, 81. 


The investigations are not yet sufficiently complete for so large a work as the Barrage and ^ 
they must be continued in the next year. 

These gauges are being read daily at high and low tides. A hydro^aph shoeing these 
and the Jerruck and Aotri gauges has been prepared. Two eelf-recording tide gauges were 
fixed at the Chowgazo and Dchito months in the month of May 1908 but the instruments are 
far too delicate for work in exposed positions. 

TheTevels for these lines have been very carefully cheeked by making a complete circuit The Delta Section 
of levels from G. T. S. Bench Alark at Tatta to G. T. S. Baach Mark at Sujdwal.

The discharges were observed regularly at Sukkur and Kotri throughout the year and Discharges of tbe 
also at Dera Ghazi Khan during the cold season. The maximum discharge measured at 
Sukkur during the year was 425,289 cusbos on the 10th August 1907, when the mean 
, velocity was 8*58 feet per second and the Bukkur gauge read 12*1 feet. But the highest 
reading on Bukkur gauge was 137 on the 20th August 1907, and the estimated discharge on 
that day was about 565,000 cusecs. 

The ixS-nimum discharge measured at Sukkur for the year was 26,632 cusecs on the 
24th March 1908, when the mean velocity was 172 feet per second and the Bukkur gauge 
read -1*7 feet. The lowest Bukkur gauge reading for the year was -2-0 on the 30th MaiHh

The total expenditure under this head on the several works under the direct control 
Indus Kiver Commission was Rs. 11,077, of which Rs. 1,835 was expended on the river gauge 
establishment at Sukkur^ Kotri, Jerruck, Khairabad (Punjab) and the Delta. 

Snags, trees and other obstruction8 to navigation in the main channel of tlia river 
were removed. ^ The Uchito has now become navigable much to the benefit of country boatmen 
for getting their cargoes of forest and other produce to Ketl Bunder direct.

Es. 1,21,80,675 to Ms lJ^6,68,286 owing to the increase of 75l in the issues of notes of 
Es. 10,000. The system of telegraphic transfers between Currency OdSces at low rates was 
taken full advantage of. The value of notes outstanding on 31st December 1907 was 
Es. 1,35,22,220 agaiist Rs* 1,16,48,725 last year. Foreign circle notes were cashed to the 
amount of Es.

and ‘*Pro¥incial Civil”. The revenue under the first head^ derived mainly from rents of build¬ 
ings animiscellaneous sources, rose from Us. 11,515 to Us. 15,827, the increase being mainly 
due to a rise in the receipts under the head “ Miscellaneous'h The revenue under the %ead 
“ Imperial Civil ”, which is also derived mainly from rents of huildings and miscellaneous sourcee, 
fell from Bb. 31,38*1 to Es. 26,428, the decrease being chiefly due to a falling off of receipts 
from miEOellaueous sources, sales of old materials and interest on endowments for repairs^ of 
monuments in Govevnment Cemeteries. The Provincial Civil Kevenue, consisting chiefly of 
tolls on roads and rents of buildiuge, rose from Es.

*iii sopae quarters. The scheme of Council reforms outlined in the Government of Indians 
Circular was viewed by the Native Papers as a body with strong disappointment and disfavour. 

The Eoyal Confqjission on Decentralisation was likewise regarded with suspicion^ if not open 
K hostiKty. Buf it was the political situation in the Punjab and Bengal, and the measures taken 
to meet it, which called forth the most violent outbursts. Government was accused of intro¬ 
ducing Russian methods of repression and of deliberately fomenting dissensions between Hindus 
and Mahomedans, The appointment of Natives of India to the India Council was hailed with 
delight but the majority of the papers took objection to the persons selected. Comments on 
the Budget were in the main favourable. With regard to plague, His Majesty the King- 
EmpOTr'e gracious message of sympathy was gratefully acknowledged, and the personal appeal 
made to the editors by His Excellency Sir George Clarke was regarded as an '"honest and 
business-like"^ attempt to put His Majesty^s sympathy Into practical shape. The edueationaj 
policy of Government was criticised, but on the whole without rancour, though the Risley 
circular was fiercely attacked- Among Legislative measures, the Presidency Barks -4^t, and 
^^thf^iivil Procedure Code Amendment Act, were received with approval, On the other hand 
the Bills to amend the Deccan Agricultuiists Relief Act and the Bombay Tramways Act were 
impugned on various grounds, and the Prevention of Seditious Meetings Bill aroused a fierce 
fitorm of denunciation. The Factory Labour Commission, the Congre^, the grievances of 
Indfens in the Transvaal, the Excise policy of Goveinment, and the inexhaustible topics^ of 
and boycott, may be mentioned among other subjects engaging attention during 

. the year.
